Let your zeal hitherto, in promoting the same object with 
myself, augur well for the future; and permit me to add that, todo permanent good, 
all our teaching must be distinctive ; if not so, those whom we may have thought 
benefited by our instruction, as well as ourselves, become eventually as the wave of 
the sea, ‘‘ tossei to and fro, and carried about with every wind of doctrine, by the 
sleight of men.”

Tue Mrppiessro’ [non Districr—Testmoniat To Joun Vavucuan, 
Esq., Inonmaster.—An interesting meeting took place on the 12th inst., at the Town 
Hall, Middlesbro’, on the occasion of presenting to Mr. Vaughan, of the firm of 
Bolckow and Vaughan, a portrait, and tea service of silver, as a testimony of esteem 
and regard from the numerous agents and workmen in theiremployment. The por- 
trait was painted by Mr. J. Andrews, of London. The hall was crowded on the occa- 
sion, Mr. Isaac Wilson occupying the chair. and Mr. Anthony Atkinson read the 
address, in reply to which Mr. Vaughan said he felt highly flattered by the presenta- 
tion, not so much for its intrinsic value as for its being an unque-tionable testimonial 
of esteem from the men in his employment, from men who knew the vastness of the 
works in which himself and partner were engaged, and the energy and perseverance 

uired to carry them on with success. When he first came to Newcastle there was 
but one small forge for working up scrap iron, as mach perhaps in one year as they 
made in one week. His partner and himself came to Middlesbro’ in 1840, since 
which the place had largely increased in population, wealth, and importance, and the 
iron trade of the north of England had vastly improved and extended. When these 
iron-works were first opened they consumed from 25 to 30 wagon loads of eoal per day, 
or 10,000 per annum ; they now made 120,000 tons of iron per annum, and consumed 
400,000 tons of coal yearly, while constant employment was afforded to from 4000 to 
‘00 people. He had by the establishment of this extensive manufacture certainly 
benefited himself, but he felt much congratulation that he had also benefited others, 
and in considering this he felt himself a happy man, It was not an easy matter for 
employer and employed at al! times to agree, and he had at times had yood occasion 
to remonstrate ; but of this he was satisfied, that in the whole course of his experience 
4s an employer he had never treated a workman harshly, or with undue severity, and 
he was proader of nothing more than that. The tokens of their regard he had just 
received he would retain to his latest hour, and with them a recollection of that even- 
ing, and the events of past years. When he retired from public life to enjoy in his 
declining days the rewards of his early toil, he should often look back on those pledges 
of their esteem, and recall to remembrance the lasting friendship which had existed 
between them when, as employer and employed, they had toiled together. He trusted 
his sons would emulate his perseverance, and increase what he had began, and that 
they by their good qualities would earn for themselves the esteem and good wishes 
of their workmen and the community. After some congratulatory remarks by the 
Chairman, Mr. Gilkes, Mr. Fallows, and the Rev. Mr. Bowen, music, and a song com- 
posed for the occasion, concluded the proceedings of the evening. Mr. John Boyd, 
the London agent of the above firm, has recently carried out large contracts with the 
West Middlesex, Grand Junction, and Southwark and Vauxhall Water Companies, 
for the whole of the pipes required by them for conveying water from above the tidal 
inflnence at Hampton to the west end of London and Southwark, and is forwarding 
large qantities of pig-iron, bar-iron, rails, chairs, fish-plates, and other railway ma- 
terials, from their works for the continental, American, and Indian railways; also, 
retorts and other castings for the gas and water companies, and shot and shell for the 
Goverument, thus giving employment to 2000 tons per month additional coast freight 
within the last few years, independent of foreign export tonnage, internal traffic by 
railways, and coals and coke, from this firm alone, in the Cleveland district.

TO THE COAL MINERS OF ENGLAND. 


BY “COAL MINER.” 
FeLLow-workmen,—Another year is gone from the unknown future to 
the unalterable past, and without having witnessed any material mea- 
sures for your permanent good, it may safely be affirmed to be heavily 
charged with important events, pregnant with consequences which, some 
way or other, affect the destinies of millions,and which loudly call for re- 
capitulation, honest, and earnest reflection. It is true that battles and 


sieges, with the booming of cannon, have been observed in the eastern 
horizon, and that victories over barbarism have been celebrated with un- 
usual pomp and solemnity, which has caused a nation’s heart to rejoice, 
even in the midst of the most complete humiliation at the feet of Europe, 
for the lack of foresight, physical energy, and administrative ability in its 
rulers and commanders. There are but few that will deny that our best 
and dearest interests have fallen a sacrifice to the proud demon of birth, 
station, and system. But, however true it may be that no person can pe- 
netrate the dark vista of the future, nor lift the curtain behind which 
are concealed the fate of peoples and their rulers, still effects must inevit- 
ably succeed their causes, and, therefore, that statesman must be blind in- 
deed not to perceive the great social conflict which has been, and still will 
be, waged between capital and labour. Herein lies England's deadliest 
foe, more potent for evil than Russian aggression, or the bristling cannon 
of Cronstadt and Sebastopol. ‘The rulers of this country would feign have 
us workmen believe that they are the prototypes of wisdom, virtue, and 
talent to govern; and, also, that the House of Commons is the greatest 
deliberative assembly in the world, in which truth, justice, and intellec- 
tual supremacy, preside, and exercise their dominant influence on the de- 
cisions of vast and momentous questions. It is true they profess to be 
anxious for the amelioration of the condition of the working population 
at large; but it is also too true that their acts are not always in unison 
with what they profess, and however much the patriotism and unswervin 
integrity of some of the members may be admired, all must admit, wi 
pain and sorrow, the weighty influence of moneyed despotism. The sacri- 
fice of 1000 lives annually by sudden death, besides the maimed, the half- 
fed, and the half-clad, on the golgen altars of luxury and imcompetency, 
at length penetrated the council-hall of Westminster, and the consequence 
was the tardy appointment of a select committee to investigate the causes 
of this painful calamity, and also to devise a remedy for its speedy removal. 
For this purpose the committee summoned to its presence various classes 
of men, the coalowners, the scientific viewers, the geologists, the chemists, 
and the humble representatives of labour: from each of these classes they 
collected a large fund of information, which they collated and weighed in 
the inscrutable balance of clanism, and then presented the results in a re- 
port to the House of Commons. I wish it were consistent with my duty 
and convictions to speak favourably of this report, as I truly admire and 
humbly appreciate the talents of some of the committee, who were the 
authors of it. The appointment of ten years’ managers of coal mines as 
Government inspectors, at an annual stipend of 800/., is a choice specimen 
of disinterestedness, worthy of Aristides himself. Ten years’ managers of 
coal mines, forsooth! whose cupidity, mismanagement, and incapacity, 
have been the principal cause of the fatal accidents their appointments 
are intended to prevent. Could any one but a Government official, or a 
Secretary of State, have been imposed upon by such an absurd recommen- 
dation? The commanding talents, the unceasing physical and mental 
energies, the unequalled skill and practical experience of 200,000 colliers, 
may go to the gloomy shades of Erebus, and there study, in deep humi- 
lity, the statue of Tantalus, for anything Sir George Grey may care. He 
can, unhappily, at present afford to treat intelligencies of this class, as he 
has done, with contempt, neglect, and scorn, as utterly beneath his no- 
tice. But, I ask my fellow-workmen, if there be no redress for treatment 
like this? Cannot those intellectual powers and those physical capabili - 
ties, to which I have alluded, devise an antidote for such a state of things? 
I affirm, yes. 

It is unnecessary to say anything more with respect to this report, as 
its absurdities and its clanism have been pointed out in this Journal, in 
several well-merited strictures on its contents, except to express my con- 
viction that the statement of the incapacity of the members of that com- 
mittee to deliberate and decide upon the vital questions affecting the cause 
and prevention of accidents in coal mines need not detract one iota from 
their abilities and professional skill and reputation in that sphere in which 
Providence has placed them. During the time the committee was weigh- 
ing the evidence which it had collected from such excellent sources, the 
coal owners and scientific viewers perceived, with an eagle’s eye, and 
with that cunning in which they are so well prepared by education and 
experience, that the views of the repreentatives of labour respecting the 
economy, safety of mines, and the education the colliers, were making a 
deep and permanent impression upon several of the most honest and feel- 
ing members of the committee. Of course, an alarm was given; our craft 
isin danger. The result of this appeal to the acquisitive organs was the 
meeting at Craven Hotel, to which the miners’ deputation and Govern- 
ment Inspectors were peremptorily and arrogantly summoned. The pre- 
siding genius of this convention was a man distinguished alike as the arch 
enemy of the miners, and for possessing a tolerable share of that sang froid 
which emanates, not from the consciousness of great intellectual endow- 
ments and public virtues, but is rather the —— of those moneyed 
fungi which are, unhappily, sapping the moral foundation of the senate, 
church, and throne. At this meeting the views and representations of the 
miners’ deputation were treated, as they usually are by the moneyed in- 
terest, with the greatest possible contempt; and, if I remember rightly, 
Mr. Pease was indignant at the idea of the deputation expressing an in- 
pendent opinion respecting the future arrangements of the Government 
Inspectors, and internal economy of coal mines. To be brief, this meet- 
ing passed a resolution, the purport of which is somewhat as follows :— 
‘That an additional number of inspectors is unnecessary ; but, in the 
event of the Committee of the House of Commons thinking otherwise, 
then the present colliery managers, of 10 years’ standing, will be the most 
fit and proper persons to be appointed Government Inspectors, with an 
annual stipend of 800/.; and that sub-inspectors of a lower grade, from 
the ranks of intelligent and self-edueated colliers would, unquestionably, 
be attended with injurious effects in the discipline of the mines, and, 
therefore, increase rather than diminish the number of accidents.” What 
next >—present managers of coal mines, under whose superintending care 
1000 lives are annually slaughtered! Is this not something similar to 
making the most cunning and dexterous pickpocket in St. Giles’s one of 
the chief detectives in the busy metropolis? Is not this language plain 
enough, even to the dullest comprehension, and shows the animus of 
the scientific viewers? Does it not strike a cursory observer that such 
sentiments and such feelings are in direct antagonism to the best and 
dearest interests of the working collier? Again, what is to be understood 
by the phraseology “lower grade?’ As one of that “lower grade,” 
on whom this is an intended reflection, I spurn it with the greatest indig- 
nation: and I feel certain that I am expressing the feelings of every in- 
telligent collier, of whom there are not a few, when I say that the whole 
of them treat this part of the proceedings at the Craven Hotel with that 
smiling contempt whichit so richly merits at their hands. What does the 
meeting at the Craven Hotel wish to imply by the epithet “(lower grade?” 
Do they think it consists of earning a living by the sweat of the brow ?>—

If 
they do, then I hope I may never participate in the views of the meeting at 
the Craven Hotel. I should think that “lower grade”’ rather consists of 
living on the industry of others; of adulteratin d and other products 
| of industry for selfish gain; of poisoning a wife, brother, and friend, for 
| paltry gold; of sitting up till two o’clock in the morning in acts of dissi- 
| pation; of taking gold acquired by questionable means to pay for tutors 
and college preceptors; of being ich in material wealth, and living in 
luxury, without the slightest anxiety for the welfare of ind. is 
is to be of a “low e;”’ and I am certain the members of the meeting 
at the Craven Hotel would do wisely to examine themselves in the same 
light as others see them—“ from many blunders it would free them.” 
From what has been stated, no one nced be surprised that the committee 
were quite prepared, under the leadership of their distinguished chief in 
| the chair, to reject, as they did, with studied contempt, the council and 








recommendations of the mining deputies, and cordially admit those of the 
scientific viewers. By this step the committee acted in direct opposition 
to the wishes and welfare of 200,000 colliers, on whose laborious exer- 
tions wives and children must depend for their maintenance. Time 
passed on, and after two sessions of laborious enquiry and deliberation, this 
immiacalate and potent committee brought its labours to a close, and then 
erfibodied their views in a report, which they presented tu Government, 
as a beacon to guide them through the dangerous shoals of legislation.

COAL MINES, COAL MINERS, INSPECTORS, &c. 


Sin,—la your able and instructive Journal of Jan. 5, page 12, occurs a paragraph 
which, I regret to say, is not correct ; and being likely to produce a wrong impression 
upon your numerous readers, I beg to offer, by your kind permission, a few remarks 
in correction thereof. 


The paragraph states—“ That out of about 150 candidates, 25 were selected, whose 
examination 1g Mame in filling up certain blank forms of questions required 
to be answered.” is is by no means correct ; as the candidates—that is, those who 
were summoned—were all duly examined by Mr. N. Wood and Mr. W. Smyth, at the 
Home Office, in November last. It is then further stated—** That it is suggrated that 
in future candidates for inspectorships should be examined by a committee of really 
scientific and practical men, presided over by Mr. Nicholas Wood, the eminent col. 
liery owner in the north of England, who would certainly not pass any one who was 
not well qualified by experience and education.” 

This paragraph I believe to be very objectionabie, inasmuch as Mr, Wood will be 
looked upon as not the most proper man to be at the head of an examination for ap- 
poiutments so important to England’s greatness and weal, and where the health aud 
safety of the mining population is of paramount importance. I take the objection for 
the following reasons :— Mr, Wood, being himself a colliery owner, is ever likely to 
be prejudiced in favour of a certain class of inspectors, and, consequently, it will be 
seen at once that no other class, however high their qualifications by intimate prac- 
tical experience of coal mining, can ever hope to succeed in getting such appoint - 
ments, so long a8 Mr. Wood possesses a controlling influence and power over such 
appointments. Can any — be more palpable in proof of this fact than the 
late appointments. Not one of the said inspectors have been trained in mines and 
mining, in the sense and manner which the Government, the people of this country, 
and particularly the mining ulation, have a right to insist on and expect from any 
candidate for such appointment, as an indispensable qualification for an efficient in- 
spector of coal mines. I grant they may have been connected with collieries for a 
few years in the capacity of surveyors or engineers; and to say, therefore, that they 
have no knowledge of mines and their danger would be unjust and ungenerous; but 
to assert that, because of this knowledge, they are the only proper competent class to 
be inspectors would be to propagate an absurdity, far too despicable to be entertained 
for one it by ible, re ble men. Be it understood that 1 have no per- 
sonal ill-feeling towards Mr. Wood—he may be all, and much more, then is said of 
him by his most flattering friends ; but while I admit that, [ do, and ever shall, from 
the most honourable petaciole, object to any man in his position exercising a saving 
or a killing influence over individuals or communities, which, to say the least, he is 
enabled to do by virtue of the office conferred on him by Her Majesty’s Government. 
One would have thought, in these days of liberalism, and in the face of the ever- 
mournful errors as scen in the destruction of the brave army in the Crimea, that a 
useful lesson would have been taught our rulers at home, and that the right men 
would have been placed in the right places for once, especially as the Government 
had had abundant melancholy proof of the inefficiency of a similar class, who, for five 
years, had positively affected no amelioration of the sufferings and loss of our poor 
colliers. It is a well-known fact, and I name it wich much sorrow, that many can- 
didates applied for inspectors’ intments who were highly qualified by practical 
experience of coal mining —experience that had been laboriously acquired from early 
life, in the dreary regions of coal mines, from being a trap-door boy to a hewer of 
coal—who had also, in addition, by industry, acquired considerable attainment ia 
education and science ; yet these sons of toil and judustry, who were every way, and 
above all others, best qualified for inspectors of mines (if a diminution of fearful fatal 
accidents is designed by the present Act) were rejected by Mr. Wood and others, and 
in some ee no notice whatever was taken of their qualifications or recommen- 
dations. Aa assignable reason for their rejection could be given by the examiners, 
and will be given before long, no doubt, by some who know the why and the where- 
fore. Let us hear no more of Mining Schools as « stimulus to the industrious miner, 
in the present state of things, these sons of toil cannot succeed to any place of honour 
and distinction (ia a certain sphere), because of a gulph having been fixed (by the 
very oe who figures at those institutions, flattering the hopes of the poor collier) 
beyond which they cannot pass.—Jan, 23. Vinpex. 


THE COST-BOOK SYSTEM—POWER TO TRANSFER. 


Sir,-——With your permissi I 1 to answer the enquiries of * Anti-Cost 


, r 
Book,” which appeared in your Journal of tbe 19th inst. 


1, A legal decision, determining the power to transfer in cost-book companies, is 
Watson v. Spratley, in which the Court recognised the legality of the ordinary mode 
of transfer in cost- mines, 

2. A registry of a transfer of shares previously toa call releases the transferee 
from all subsequent liability.—Zz parte Fenn Tippetts v. Johns, in Tapping’s Cost. 
book, pp. 175, 187. 

3. After a transfer of shares, no default by the transferee can annul the transac- 
tion, or in other words, the status quo is not thereby renewed. The Cost-book Prin- 
ciple does sanction, or, in other words, it cannot belp (unless there be a rule against 
it) a transfer by a solvent adventurer to an insolvent one, or, in the words of ** Anti- 
Cost Book,”’ the substitution of a defaulting representative. That the principle of 
delectus persone does not apply to mines is so clear that no lawyer disputes it; the 
question is never :aised in our law courts. The obvious prevention for the evil isa 
carefully drawn code of rules, which alone renders a cost-book mine a desirable un- 
dertaking to embark in. 

No doubt there are defects in the Cost-book Principle, for the reason that all human 
institutions are defective ; but, speaking comparatively, the principle may be truly 
said to have as few defects as any other principle of law. What are called the defects 
of the Cost-book Principle are in truth the abuses of it by dishonest men. As untruly 
might it be said that arsenic and strychnine exist in nature as positive evils, because 
before our eyes we have daily forced upon us the clearest evidence of a sinful abuse 
of them. The Cost-book Principle is the best mode of working a mine by the asso- 
ciation of many persons, assuming, of course, that the mine is in honest and skilful

SMELTERS, AS DIRECTORS OF MINING COMPANIES. 


The following letter has been addressed by Mr. J. E. Conybeare, to the share- 
holders of the Cobre Company. It is a subject of great importance, and deserves the 
most serious attention of every one interested :— 


GexTLemen,—It is now 12 months since a letter, headed “‘ Copper Miners v. Cop- 
per Smelters,” appeared in the Mining Journal and some other London papers. At 
that time it was feared that strong efforts would be made to place a gentleman con- 
nected with a Swansea smelting firm on the board of the Cobre Copper Mining Com- 
pany. Whether from a strong feeling then expressed by proprietors, through the 
press or otherwise, against so anomalous a a or from some other reason, I cannot 
say, but certain it is that the dreaded candidate withdrew, and Mr. Ilibbert was elected 
to the vacant seat. Now, however, there is again a vacancy, and we are again once 
more threatened by a like danger. I cannot better explain 4 what that danger con- 
sists than by extracting from the letter alluded to the following pertinent remarks : 


** There has now for six months been a vacant seat at the board of directors. It 
has been reported—I do not know with what truth—that a gentlemen will be brought 
forward to fill that vacant seat who is connected with a smelting company, well 
known not only at Swansea, but wherever efforts to improve the condition of persons 
employed in factory labour are canvassed and appreciated. 

Such a man wouid be well substituted even for the eminent mercantile name which 
death has erased from the list of our directors, and would add strength to any board 
except that ofa mining company. I do not the length that many miners do in 
their extreme jealously of smelters, but I do think that a smelter is as much out of 
his place in the direction of a mining company asa carrier or freighter is in the 
direction of the railway which carries his goods or produce. 

A sinelter, however much he wished not to do so, will naturally look at many ques- 
tions from the smelters’ not from the miners’ point of view, and when the interests of 
miner and smelter are conflicting, can scarcely fail to have his decixion (on questions 
such as those connected with our witholding our ores from the general market in 1555, 
and employing Messrs. Bankart, fae becoming pro tanto our own smelters), 
unintentionally, nay unwittingly, bi by bis private interests as a smelter. 

For this reason, so long as the interests of miner and smelter are, or are believed 
to be, conflicting, I think that, as a matter of good taste, a smelter should decline a 
seat at the board of « mining company, were it offered to him. I trust, however, 
that, in the present case, the report I have alluded to is unfounded. At present one 
of the chief recommendations of the Cobre Company, as compared with other mining 
companies, is to be found in the character of the directors, one of whom, | believe, 
holds nearly 1000 out of the total 12,000 shares—the best possible guarantee that the 
interests of his brother co-proprietors will not be trifled with—and who numbers 
among his colleagues mercantile men to whose business talents and City experience 
I feel we all owe much of the success with which we have sed through the ordeal 
of a succession of Spanish law suits; and, in spite of Cuban earthquakes, cholera 
among our miners, a scarcity of labour, and high freights, now see our mine in @ po- 
sition to bring into the Swansea market some 4500 tons of high quality ore monthly.’’ 


But it may, perhaps, be urged as a reason for electing a smelter, that great as is 
the experience and talent of our directors in matters of general business, ‘hey have 
little or no special knowledge of mining operations; and | confess that certain re- 
marks which emanated from the board in January last did not impress me with any 
great respect for their informations on such subjects. It may be, however, that from 
having given considerable attention to the subject theoretica iy. and having some ex - 
perience of practical oe I was more struck with this deficiency than others 
would have been. And, after all, though I think myself that the company might 
make many thousands —— more by introducing improvements into their precipi- 
tate works, and by a judicious treatment (on the plan adopted in certain mines in 
the north of Earope) of the balvans (or refuse ore), which are now thrown back to 
fill the empty workings, or otherwise wasted, such special knowledge is not the first 
thing to look to in adirection ; aud even if it were, I question whether your electing 
a smelter would help you to it, for although the great emelters are said, by their 
powerful combinations, to extract ores with consummate success from miners, I am 
not aware that this skill extends to extracting itfrom the mine. Thedirectors of the 
Cobre Company would seem, in 1853, to have felt by of how unfair were the terms 
on which, 1 consequence of the combination among the smelters, we were obliged 
to sell our ores, otherwise why did they employ Messre, Bankart to smelt for us on 
commission, instead of submitting to our ores being sampled and sold to the smelters 
in the ordinary courre? When it is recollected that the total money value of all the 
copper ore imported into and sold at Swansea during the last eight months has only 
reached 360,000/., and that 168,000/., or close upon half this amount, has been oe 
for ores of the Cobre Company, it will be obvious how extremely Sugeetene it is to 
the general interest of copper mining, that our ores should not be sacrificed at unfair 

ices, and that we should be prepared, whenever it be ex t, to resist any com- 
Bination on the part of the smelters, WA ~~ similar to those taken by us in 1853. 
Could a person connec‘ed with a smelting firm be an impartial judge of the expe- 
diency of so resisting the combination of his fellow-smelters! I think oa 
therefore, on finding by enquiry at the offices of the company that it was expec 
that a gentleman connected with the Messrs, Grenfell, of copper smelting celebrity, 
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would be elected as a director without any contest, I determined (as candidates’ names 


must be down fora fortnight), rather than that there should be no opposition, at 
once to put rp Ad name down as a rival candidate on the mining interest. The 
meeting and ¢ are fixed for Tuesday the 29th, at one P.a. 

I have not asked, and shal! not ask, any one for his vote. 1 come forward simply 
that shareholders may have the opportunity of recording their opinion whether or no 
a smelter, with his conflicting interests, isa proper person to direct their affairs, If 
at the last moment (as was the case at the last election) no smelter should come into 
the field, I would gladly withdraw; for I am too deeply interested in the prosperity 
of the company to wish to see anything approaching a contest in the management of 
its affairs. — Kew, Jan., 1856 Joun Con YBRARR 

P.S. Since writing the above, my attention has been directed to the following pas- 
sage in the Mining Journal of last week :—** The copper trade in this country is, it 
is true, one of the greatest monopolies in existence ; and whilst the small body of 
smelters regulate the price of copper as they please, they force the miner to take the 
price which ey an to offer for his ores, he having no redress whatever, or means 
of disposing of produce elsewhere. By this means fortunes, almost fabulous in 
amount, have been realised by individuals, and yet sufficient spirit has not been 
aroused amongst the mining interest to estublish an independent smelting company, 
although such » company, managed with common prudence, would realise enormous 
profits, and confer a lasting boon upon the industrious miner,” 


WEST ROSEWARNE. 


Sin,—I am so astonished at the neglect shown with reference to the working of 
this mine, that I cannot refrain from © few observations thereon. There are 
many ci d with it which appear to me very odd. 1. As to the 
licences, which, I understand, were granted to a gentleman of Truro, by Mr. H. 

Vivian, agent for Sir Richard Vyvyan, and Capt. Blight, agent for the Duke of Leeds, 
who are the owners of the land, After the licences were #0 granted, a question arose 
as to the authority by Mr. Vivian to grant any licences, It appear that, 
until a little time prior to the grant, Mr. Vivian had been in the habit equating 
licences without @ previous submission of the applications to Sir Richard Vyvyan, but 
that afterward a new order was made by Sir Richard, that no licences should be 
granted by the agent without the approbation first obtained of his principal. Mr. 
Vivian deviated from this course in the present instance at the expense of his master’s 
temper; but having shortly after quitted the world, the offended and the of- 
ender met no more! Now, as to the legal effect of the licence so granted, a diver- 
sity of opinions exist; some contending that as Mr. Vivian acted as he had formerly 
done, and no publication being given of any new order, the licence was valid; and 
others, that it was of no legal force. However that may be, the lord refused to grant 
the lease to the licensee, but, nevertheless, granted it to his co-adventurers. 

2. As to the terms of the lease. It is for twenty-one years, as usual, but in other 
respects most absurd—in fact, so absurd, that I wonder any person acce| ted it. It put 
arent of 100/, per annum on the part belonging to Sir R. Vyvyan, and payable half- 
= y; and a rent of 20/. per annum on the part belonging to the Duke of Leeds. A 

riend of mine from Cornwall, who is well acquainted with the property, says that 
the whole land is worth only about 60/. per annum. But the rent is said to be put 
on a# a guarantee for the working of the mine, to be paid during the lease, but to be 
deducted from the dues when payable. Now, a guarantee for working may be fair, 
but it should be of a reasonable amount, and not so exorbitant as was imposed in this 
case. If (as 1 hope will oceur) the dues are sufficient to cover the rent, it will not be 
{ of much consequence to the adventurers which way it is paid ; but the plan is novel 








aud unfair, inasmuch as the lords have the power of re-entry at a short notice. 

: 3. As to the charges for the leases. 1n Cornwall solicitors vary in this respect; 
_ some of them charging only 20 guineas, others 25, and others 30 guineas per lease ; 

but in this case the solicitors charged 50/. for each lease, making 100/.in all! Such 
_ excessive charges should be checked by the lords of the soil, for they operate against 
the working of mines. Mine adventurers have weight enough to sustain, without 
_ such oppressive charges as these, I am sure that 15/. is quite enough for any mine 
_ lease, the stamp duty being very light at present. But when the lawyers see that 
au ardent desire is manifested to obtain a lease in a promising locality, they take ad- 
vantage, in some instances, of that feeling, and screw tightly ! 

4. As to the non-working of the mine, Since the licence was granted, about nine 
months ago, several mines of inferior value have been set to work in that neighbour- 
hood, and yet Rosewarne is still idle. How is this? Its position, immediately west 
of Rosewarne United, which is so very rich, and immediately west of Relistian, which 
was rich a few years ago—the lodes of both mines running through this mine,—it is 
remarkable that such mines as South Rosewarne, North Rosewarne, Rosewarne Con- 
sols, Wheal Hender, Wheal Annie, and Rosewarne and Herland United, should work 
before this mine, It appears, however, that a very respectable gentleman of the City 
has the charge of the concern, and that a company has been formed for carrying out 
the works, I am confident of ultimate success, if the experiment be fairly conducted, 
as | presume will be the case.

"palatable or to the interest of some parties to have known, who fain would secret the 
‘ real nature of the case, to subserve some private end. Fortunately, however, I always 
3 keep notes; from these I will, on my first leisure moment, reconstruct aud publish 
sr the intercepted letter, for the benefit of all concerned. 1 have always studiously 
_ avoided descending to personalities in my public correspondence ; such conduct shou!d 
always be avoided. I was, therefore, much surprised to find in the Mining Journal 
of the 12th inst, an extract from a letter purport: ing to be from Mr. Tregoning, which 
< makes him say that I had requested him to state, ** That, with the exception of Mr. 
_ Tate, I had been on good terms with every one during my sojourn at Fort Bowen.” 
_ I never authorised Mr. Tregoning, or any one else, to publish anything of the kind. 
_ What oecurred between myself and Mr. Tate was entirely of his own creating, nor 
can the least reflection on me be made by any gentleman pee to be guided by 
8 sense of honour or justice. I am desirous of courting either a private or public in- 
_Yestigation in relation to this subject. Mr. Tate arrived in England some two weeks

GOLD-BEARING QUARTZ, AND THE BEST KNOWN SYSTEM 
OF CRUSHING AND EXTRACTING THE GOLD. 

Srr,—It must be evident to all those who have had extensive practical 

experience in the extraction of gold from pyrites, quartz, &c., on the large 


scale, that your correspondents are labouring under a great misconception 
regarding this subject. I, therefore, avail myself of this opportunity to 
dwell seriatim on each point noticed in your last Journal, and commence 
with the remarks of my old friend, Capt. Matthew Francis. 

There can be no doubt whatever of the great advantages of rollers as 
crushers to reduce the ordinary minerals, such as copper, lead, &c., into a 
state fit for jigging and smelting, but we have no proofs of the rollers being 
even equal to stamps for pulverising hard substances into an impalpable 
powder, necessary for the extraction of gold. Had such proofs existed, 
the rollers would have superseded the use of stamps for extracting tin ore 
in Cornwall. Besides, it must not be forgotten that the stamps’ heads in 
a well-regulated establishment are worn completely to the shanks ; whereas 
rollers for fine grinding become useless very soon after the hard face has 

n worn and grooved. This in England may not be of great conse- 
— where carriage is cheap, and old iron taken in exchange ; but in the 
gold regions such an expensive and partially worn bulky material would be 
a very serious affair, sufficient to ruin the prospects of the best gold mines. 

I have frequently stated that the cost of stamping in South America, 
where carriage and English materials are very high, seldom exceeds 3s. 
per ton, and that the total cost of stamping, washing, and producing the 
gold in ingots, including all the reducing charges, only amounts to about 
9s, per ton of rough ore treated. Indeed, it is the simplicity, the regu- 
larity, the economy, the quantity, and the efficacious manner in which 
these establishments are carried on, that is the cause of their making pro- 
fits, and not the richness of the stuff. I repeat that all the improvements 
lately attempted are very far behind the system employed in South America. 

With regard to Mr. Clement’s observations on crushing and amalga- 
mating, I think he would find the system which he suggests not only a 
very expensive one, but complicated, very inefficient, and causing a ens | 
large waste of quicksilver, and increased losses of the precious metal. 
cannot see the necessity ef such a large sum as 100,000/. to prove the merits 
of a gold mine, worthy of the name, if the object be undertaken in a pro- 
per manner, At the gold mines of Marmato I erected, during the years 
1834-35-36, sufficient mills for stamping upwards of 2000 tons per month, 
with dressing-floors, melting and assaying offices complete, for a sum not 
exceeding 15,0007. 

If a gold mine, under ordinary circumstances, cannot be tested on a 
large or practical scale by means of a few stamps, judiciously arranged by 
those trained to the business, with the usual appurtenances of a gold esta- 
blishment, at a cost of about 2000/., I would not recommend any outlay 
for reduction-works on a more extensive scale. New and questionable 
modes of treatment should never be introduced until a mine shows results 
by the best established processes, so as to enable us to judge of their re- 
lative merits, irrespective of the value of the mine itself. This has been 
the cause of the unsatisfactory results of many of the gold companies. 

I protest against the too-common saying, that we lose 40 per cent. b 
the established South American system, which has been used to embellis 
the prospectuses of the new race of goldextractors. I have already stated 
that 50 per cent. is extracted in the first operation, and that the remains 
are subject to repeated treatment, until the whole bulk is finally consumed, 
by which we obtain a much greater product of late years than formerly. 

The great mistake which has been made by parties connected with the 
lately formed gold companies, and those engaged in endeavouring to im- 
prove the process of extraction, is the attempt to amalgamate and to smelt 
the entire bulk of the raw and comparatively poor material. It is well 
known to miners that we are always obliged to concentrate the minerals 
to a given value before we undertake the cost of smelting, even in such a 
country as England. The same with the amalgamation of gold and silver 
ores, Yet, notwithstanding the fact of these indispensable preparations 
being well known, and which are so essential to ensure profitable and re- 
gular results from mining, we find parties actually wasting their time and 
money in attempting to do the very reverse. , 

Those who have had no experience in such matters, and pemneee no 
knowledge of the ordinary manipulations of mining and smelting establish - 
ments, may be excused. But to observe real and good practical men, who 
have carried on large operations in smelting heretofore, and in a very cre- 
ditable manner, employing their valuable time in attempting to reverse 
the economy of mining, simply because quartz happens to contain gold, 
instead of copper, tin, or lead, is truly lamentable. 

It is too common to attribute these kind of observations to prejudice— 
the predicted failure of the gold machinery, &c., was said to proceed from 
prejudice ; but I leave you, Sir, and your readers, to judge of the value of 
smelting the — tin capel in its rough state, instead, as now done, of 
first stamping and reducing it into a richer and smaller bulk—that is, to pay 
some pounds more for smelting in order to avoid the loss of a few shillings 
worth of ore in the concentration. Such appears to be the tendency of the 
new processes. —96, Gresham House, Jan, 21. Evan Hopkins. 





THE GOLD QUESTION. 


Sir,—In an article, in last weck’s Journal, many things are assumed as facts which 
are contrary to my experience ; and as your wont is to correct error in your pages, 
no matter by whom prolated, I address myself to this task, under the assurance that, 
by and bye, you will have the opportunity of seeing the trath of the fcllowing re- 
marks, and some new facts, with your own eyes. / 

In the first place, it is not the sulphur of the metallic sulphides which sickened the 
mercury in amalgamation, mercury being i petent tod any combination 
of a metal with sulphur in the processes of gold amalgamation, 

My next statement has for its object to show to those whom it best and most con- 
cerns, that Mr. Low’s patent process cannot be otherwise than a signal failure, for 
the following reasons and analogies :— i s 

Gold is intercalated in quartz in the atomic and primitive molecular conditions, in 
those instances where a high microscopic power fails to recognise its presence ; and 
that, therefore, with so small a general proportion of gold to so large a proportion of 
matrix, such an aggregation of auriferous particles as will ensure a separation, with 
subsidence in fusion, from the mass, will always be an impossibility, those portions 
only so falling through the melted mass as are already found in greater aggregations 
in the quartz. ‘To prove this, I introduced into a copper digester 4 ozs. of powdered 
quarts, and about a gallon of strong caustic potash lye, and, with agitation, com- 
pletely dissolved the quartz, from which solution (thin in comparison to furnace- 
fluxed quartz, not a trace of gold was precipitated after 14 days’ rest. And yet this 
sample of quartz contains 12 ozs. of gold per ton at least. . 

But there is another serious obstacle to the separation of gold in a finely-divided 
state from a vitreous mass in fusion, resting on the well-known facility with which 
gold, in a finely-divided metallic (not oxydic) state, combines with vitreous bodies, 
to produce the well known ruby-red glass and cognate enamels. Nor must Mr. Low 
ont his critics be deceived, as not being able to perceive such a tinge in the scoria 
from his furnace fall, since the proportion of gold in most quartz is not sufficient to 
produce a sensible effect ; besides which, it is a well-known fact that the colour of 
glass, due to the presence of gold, does not, even in part, sometimes result with fu- 
sion, but comes on some time after complete solidification and refrigeration, an ana- 
logous instance of which may be seen all over London, in windows into the glass of 
which manganese in excess has entered as a component, which being colourless at 
first, takes on a purple hue by time. : : . 

Let me advise al! those interested in the gold extraction question, and having sam- 
ples of the ore at command, not to rest satisfied with the result of this or that pro- 
cess, but to procure the operation of every likely process upon their own samples. 
It is true I am about to take a patent for improvements in gold extraction, but I am 
not disposed to sink the claim of every competitor to the possession of greater or less 
excellence of procedure, the best test being— Who can get, at the same cost, the most 
gold from an average sample of matrix, at a paying rate?

WEST CORNWALL RAILWAY. 


Sir,—In travelling over this line, a few months ago, it occurred to my mind that 
the most appropriate name for this railway would have been the ‘Serpentine Rail- 
way,” or the ‘* Serpentine Railway of West Cornwall.” That designation would at 
once convey to a stranger a quality of the line by which it is distinguished from all 
railways in the world ; I do not mean in its general course, but in its detail. The 

neral course of the South Devon Railway is more indirect than the WestjCornwall, 

hat curves are, to a certain extent, necessary in a railway carried through a hill 
country I readily admit, but that all the sharp curves on this line are necessary 
flatly deny, and I charge the engineer with incapacity or folly for constructing so 
many sharp curves where they ought to have been easily avoided. 

In the course of the railway between Redruth and Truro the directors, by yield 
to a local influence, committed a blunder in the part between rrier an 
Seveak Water. As laid out in the original plan, it was intended to take the proper 
direction—that is, through Killifreath to Chacewater village, and thence to Seveak 
Water ; but the owner of the lease of Killifreath, whose dence is near, not liking 
to have his farm crossed by a railway in front of his house, took measures to procure 
a diversion, and, in consequence, the present course through Hallenbeagle Mine was 
adopted. This diversion has entailed evils on the company and on the public, who 
use their line—the company having had to pay more for the construction, and the 
public having to pay for riding over the additional length of road, besides the incon- 
venience inflicted on the village of Chacewater, which is now three-quarters of a mile 
from the station, which ought to be within the village. I am conversant with all the 
arguments for the diversion referred to, all of which united are insufficient to j 





v 





it. The interests of the company and the public in this particular have been 
ficed to the selfishness of a rich man, ” 





Another feature in this railway, very striking to travellers over other lines in Eng- 
land, is the numerousness e level crossings, of which there are about 13 on the 
main line and b b Supposing the pay to each gatekeeper is only 10s. per week, 
the annual disbursement for this item is 416/. To avoid this expenditure, bridges 
should be constructed in nearly all the points of intersection, excepting where the 
stations are close by, as at Camborne, Marazion, and St. Erth. Whata line for 
whistling is the West Cornwall, rendered necessary by the gates on the line! 

The directors have displayed great want of sound calculation in tbe matter of sta- 
tions, some of which are placed. The station which was put near Angarrack bas 
been very properly removed, because it was too near that at Hayle, so that I have to 
give them credit for the correction of oneerror. They ought to do the same at Chace- 
water station, which is too near that of Scorrier, and too remote from Truro. Ever 
one, except the directors, think Seveak Water the most proper site for the station, i 
would be better for Chucewater, and the population near T'welvehead, &c., for the 
station to be at Neveak Water. The directors have been petitioned for a removal, 
but they are inflexible, being too wise in their own conceits, My next will go into 
matters of finance.—St, Austell, Jan, 22.

CORNISH ENGINEERING. 


Sin,—He who attacks a system is sure to draw down the vengeance of its votaries, 
My not having time to reply to “‘G. D.,” in last week’s Journal, has been followed 
by a letter from Mr. Sims, who, after detailing the progress of the Cornish engine, 
characterises me as ‘‘ the most ignorant writer on steam-power that has ever come 
under his notice,” 

Now, I think most of your readers will agree with me in saying, that the man who 
has made the greatest blunder in Cornish cngasemne that has occurred in the last 
half-century should be the last to complain of the ignorance of others; and I beg to 
ask Mr, Sims the cause of his combined cylinder patent engine having been found a 
failure, and its use discontinued, despite all the efforts that have been made to bolster 
itup? When he can satisfactorily account for this, I shall consider he has some rigtit 
to a place among writers on steam-power. 

But authorities seem to differ greatly even on minor points. My signature, “A 
Cornishinan,”’ seems to be considered preposterous. ‘G, D.” goes so far us to say 
that I am not a Cornishman, but a native of the midland or northern counties; while 
Mr. Sims, with more leniency, says that I am from some remote part of Cornwall, 
Both may, perhaps, find reasons for altering their opinions hereafter. 

My charge of Cornish engineers being ‘‘ almost stationary ” seems to have given 
great offence ; but there is nothing more easily proved. Mr. Sims details the im- 
provements of the Cornish engine from a remote period, But isit not a fect that 
Taylor’s engine at the United Mines, some 15 years since, did higher duty than any 
engine has been reported to do since then? Now, without this can be shown to be 
otherwise, 1 shall take for granted that, for the last 15 years, no progress bas been 
made in the economy of the Cornish pumping engine. By referring to Lean’s Report, 
a similar result will be obtained regarding the stamping engine. The winding engines 
have never done high duty. But what is the average duty of the Cornish pumping 
and stamping engines in Lean’s Report? Just 50,000,000 lbs, lifted one foot high by 
the consumption of one bushel (94 lbs.) of Welsh coals, or about 34 lbs. of coals per 
horse-power per hour. Now, as far as high-pressure engines are concerned, what is 
the amount of their performance? By referring to a report of the last meeting of 
the Royal Agricultural Society, we shall find that some four or five engines, exhibited 
by as many different makers, were proved by a fair trial to consume no more coals 
per horse power per hour than the celebrated engines of Cornwall. And be it re- 
membered that these were small portable engines, of only about 10-horse power; and 
no one will be bold enough to assert that such engines are in any way capable of 
realising the highest point of economy, or that it is at all a fair case for comparison 
with the large engines of the Cornish mines. 1 ask any practical man, what would 
have been the result if the heating surface of these small boilers had been extended 
(which their portability denies them), if the waste steam had been employed in heat- 
ing the feed. water to the boiling point, and if the boiler had been properly clothed ? 
I say, a reduction of fuei of fully 25 per cent. So that I still claim for the short- 
pr high-pressure engine an economy of fuel at least equal to the Cornish engine, 
and in first cost a saving of fully 50 per cent. 

I need not enter into the 200,000,000 duty of “*G. D.,” as I never made such an 
assertion, or gave him data for such an assumption; and I would recommend him to 
confine himself strictly to facts, and perhaps he will be better able to appreciate the 
opinions of others, As to my telling him where the two engines I mentioned in my 
previous letter are at work, it is immaterial ; as, his letter being dated from London, 
it is not likely he would make a journey of 400 miles expressly to eee them. 

For Mr. Sims’s very kind, but rather inglorious admission, at the conclusion of his 
letter, I am obliged; but must beg to decline the honour for the present, as I have 
not leisure just now to introduce the high-pressure engine among the Cornish mines, 
but would recommend him to take the subject in hand; and I have no doubt that, 
with the aid of modern science, he would obtain more important results than fell to 
Trevithick’s share.—Jan, 24. - A CORNISHMAN,

fenders of the Cornish steam-engine. ‘The road to immortality has been from time 
immemorial acknowledged difficult, intricate, and very puzzling ; but what are the 
labyrinthine vagaries and tortuosities of the old road, compared to the incomprehen- 
sibilities of the new way, by which the learned in valves, pistons, ** cataracts,” and 
** single-acting,” progress towards sublimity. 

Mr. John Darlington has favoured us with a scientific dissertation on Tuk Coryisi 
Sream-Enoine; and I, **Ops,” having perused his letter very carefully, have just 
enough discrimination left to enable me to perceive that he is thoroughly up to the 
mark as a scientific manager of steam-power, and that he has put the “ initial pres- 
sure” pretty considerably on that odd fellow, the ‘* Cornishman,” and has closed his 
“valve” so effectively, that he will not dare to bray again for some time to come, 
As a sketch of construction, Mr. Darlington’s letter is valuable; but pity ’tis that the 
eeneral reader, who has a monetary solicitude about the effectiveness of our mine 
engines, will not be much enlightened by it, and may be inclined to think that the 
* Cornishman,” though well pummelled, is still on his legs. 

Mr. James Sims, on the same subject—Tuk Sream-Enaine —is more intelligible, and 
less likely to be considered ineffective in repulsing the attack made, “ right, left, 
flank, and centre,”’ on the whole body of Cornish engineers, by that ‘* sly divil, 
Corny.” Lrecommend those who cannot understand the first letter to read the second : 
each is good in its way, but both are better. 

Go.p-neanine Quartz, &c.—I am rejoiced to see Mr. Evan Hopkins waked up and 
put on his mettle. His letter is compendiously useful, and repays consideration with 
interest. He rates the directors of our foreign mines deservedly and roundly; but 
he is always great in minutia. 

GoLp-BEARING QuARtTz-—-Brsr Macutne vor Crusninc.—Capt. Matthew Francis 
delivers his opinion lucidly and usefully on thisimportant question. He recommends 
* rollers,” and finally rolls the whole subject of quartz-crushing into so rational a 
position, that no doubt the “Californian Gold Miner,” if he reckon rightly, will 
give an order.

3d. ; this was subsequently increased by the call 
gel in April to 7276/.12s. 3d. The expenditure in the half-year beginning the lst 

arch, to the 3lst August as per annexed abstract, amounts to 14,300/. 13s. 4d., a 
rate far beyond any similar period of late years, owing mainly to the greater force 
employed at the mines, and to the charges inenrred in sending out many new hands 
and stores. The quantity of copper ore which was extracted from the explorations 
on the lodes in the corresponding period and date, is stated to be 693 tous, and 23

Tue MANAGEMENT or Steam Borters AND Furnaces,—Mr. Anderson, 
the newly-appoiated inspector of hinery at the Royal Arsenal, Woolwich, has just 
issued, for the use of the enginemen and stokers in the several branches of the War 
Department, a pamphiet containing remarks on steam-boilera and furnaces, and on 
their general management. It commences by stating that the large number of steam - 
boilers now at work in the several branches of the War Department has rendered it 
expedient that a combined effort should be made to reduce the risk of explosion, to 
economise fuel, and prevent smoke. On the causes and prevention of these catasiro- 
phes, it is shown that the force acting within a boiler is greater than is generally 
su With a pressure of 50 lbs. per square inch, it amounts to 7200 lbs. on every 
foot of surface exposed to the steam, ing frequently to many thousands of tons, 
thus accounting for the enormous havoc made by explosions. The joints are weaker 
than the solid parts; good boiler plate will withstand from 56,000 Ibs. to 60,000 Ibe. 
per square inch of sectional area; the joints will give way at about 34,000 lbs., which 
shows the importance of seeing that the rivets and other fastenings are always in 4 
sound condition. Explosions are civided into four classes, and the causes of each ex- 
plained, froma want of strength, deficiency of water, heating of plates, and the varicty 
of other circamstances which we have often referred to, in the management of the 
furnace, the feeding, &c., ample instructions are given to the fireman, as well to se- 
cure economy in, and the best results from, the fuel, and the prevention of smoke. 
It is shown to be a mistake to suppose that any man will make a good stoker ; it is 
true that any man can throw coals on, and poke a fire, but one man will make a pound 
of coal go as far as another will two, who keeps up a constant supply of steam, who 
has every part of the boiler perfectly clean, the brass work polished, and the ashpit 
always swept and tidy. On the other band, there are some men who cannot keep up 
steam, forget to watch the gauges, are always in a litter, and yet seem to be oppressed 
with hard work, and all for want of a little reflection or method in the performance 
of their duty. The various patented plans for the construction of furnaces for the 
prevention of smoke are then described ; and on the duty and economy of fuel, the 
steam generating power of Welsh coal is given as 94, anthracite 9, and Newcastle 
coal 8. ‘The following are a few hints on general boiler management :—See that the 
supply of feed water is uniform and regular ; let no steam blow off at the safety-valve; 
heat passing from the boiler is a dead loss; see that there are no crevices to let cold 
air into the flues bat through the fires; take care that every ounce of fuel does its 
duty; have the steam always up to the required pressure by the hour of starting ; 
and remember you are entrusted with valuable property, and that a little carelessness 


may involve immense damage, and the destruction of human life.

5s, has 
been paid, and the last sale was at 4/. 17s. 6d. per share. This company commenced 
their operations about two and ahalf yearsago. Thefirst work was totry the ground, 
by sinking and driving into the lodes in several places, at some distance from each 
other.

HE PROGRESS OF MINING IN 
THE TWELFIH ANNUAL REVIEW. 
Showing the position and prospects of nearly 200 mines, 
By Joseru Yetrory Warsor, F.G.S. 
We commend this review to the careful perusal of our readers.— Mining Journal.

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Locke has laid it down that “ We see but in part, and we know but in 
part; and, therefore, it is no wonder we conclude not right from our par. 
tial views.” Here the philosopher is just, and his saying a wise one— 
and, further, thoroughly pertinent and appropriate to those one-sided opi- 
nions of Min1NG, as a medium of investment, adopted by a large section 
of society, and persistently adhered to. It would be difficult, in the whole 
range of our industrial pursuits, to find one of which the general order of 
persons know, in reality, so little about, as of this important element of 
our prosperity. It is doubted without being understood, and condemned 
without being judged; and this is the more strange, secing that we are pro- 
verbially a considering and calculating people. But we are also a people 
prone to prejudice; and, sensitive to every phase of self-interest in our deal - 
ings, the biasagainst persons and matters being ever kept practically and ac- 
tively alive, and this characteristic hasdone incalculable injury to the mining 
interest, and the susceptibly apprehensive public itself is as immeasurably 
a sufferer from the false impressions it has entertained, and this wrong It 
has inflicted. There is no excuse for a civilised people erring through 
ignorance. The faculty of judging rightly and justly of commercial and 
reproductive enterprise is eminently within our reach : no other people, 
of all the nations of the earth, have so — y a stock of recorded experience 
to recur to. Year after year, and month after month, the statistics of 
trade are jealously scrutinised, and carefully filed; the proceedings of the 
markets discussed ; the advantages and disadvantages of systems of enter- 
prise debated on and canvassed; and from the ranging price of the veriest 
comestibles to the scale of Consols, the public mind, disciplined to close 
business reasoning, daily plays the censor, gravely andstaidly. But there 
is one haze, despite its perspicuity, which dims its prism of wisdom—and 
that is, its reigning prejudice. It will not be ‘ put out of its notions, 
and appears to foster them because they are its notions, and for no other 
motive, judging from the truth that, in all cases where it brings its 
matter-of-fact power of discrimination to bear upon any given subject, it 
never fails to separate the grain from the chaff, and is pretty certain of 
arriving at a sound estimation of merits anddemerits. Keasoni closely 
on the subject now treated of, we repeat that no branch of the industry of 
this country has heen less wisely considered, and is less indebted to the 
provident traits of our commercial character, than Mining ; and, again, 
it can be truthfully averred that, in such oversight, the public have passed 
by the lycky points, and “skipped great chances’’ of fair, sound, and 
richest enterprise. There have been found vulnerating points in the pru- 
dence with which it thus hedged itself round; but we can happily supply 
the means of trimming them conveniently and beneficially. 

British Mining, rightly considered, has ceased to be the occult and ab- 
struse science from which sage men and old ladies, steady, wise, and well 
to do, were wont to turn them with a shake and a shudder. Operations 
are now systematised, from the initiative meeting, and the opening of the 
cost-book, to the sampling of ores, and momentous pocketing of first pro- 
fits; and such is the inquisitorial spirit in which management is now con- 
ducted, generally speaking, that a mining captain must be Andersonian in 
sleight and device to have the slightest chance of foisting imaginary lodes 
and “‘ undoubted indications,” for any damnatory space of time, on even 
the most sanguine body of adventurers 

Old routine having thus given place to improved organisation, in its 
fullest and fairest acceptation, it follows that mining risk is lessened to a 
very important extent. Nor can the rational conviction that enterprise, 
involving the mineral resources, is more than ever worthy of mature con- 
sideration and a fair trial, fail to force itself on the thinking portion of 
the community. It would argue but a sorry amount of common sense in 
the people of this country were it otherwise ; and the libel would in ite 
very nature refute itself, were the allegation to be hazarded that the

nature of those guarantees to which we allude, and which we laud, not 
by force of habit, but from sound conviction. 

The relative positions of the possessors of capital and Mining, we ahall 
assume to be somewhat after this fashion :—The capitalist stands viewing 
the ground, uncertain, dubious, yet speculative, and sensitively ambitious 
of gaining similar prizes to those in the possession of which so many revel 
and rejoive; while, between him and the mysterious sphere he would 
enter, flitting ever on its confines, circling in deterring series, are those 
phantoms of ruined adventurers which have been conjured up, like most 
other spiritualisms, by the ignorance, ever potent for evil, of those among 
the general herd who, having preferred the hazard of the die—the hit-or- 
miss game of chance—to the steadily graduated progression indicated by 
experience, and ratified by common sense, are ever ready to invest prin- 
ciple with calumnious doubt, and lay to other causes than their own er- 
rors, their losses and disappointments. On the other hand, Mining, as it 
is, presents to him, if he will only learn to discriminate wisely, compact, 
organised, and effectively arranged material for the construction of a 
better fortune. 

In the first place, its market is regulated by an institute founded on the 
safest principle of trade—social integrity, and the insured advantage, 
through fair dealing, of the buyer and seller. 

2. A careful selection of such undertakings as are at one and the same 
time worthy of confidence in a mineralised sense, and on account of good 
management, locality, authenticated reports, &c., deserving of admission on 
the dealer’s list; assures the investor from ‘‘ casualities,”’ to the imputa- 
tion of which this species of enterprise was at one time obnoxious. 

The science of Mining, now more called into active requisition, if 
not better understood, than in former times, lessens the risk in a commer- 
cial point of view, and clears the way to rapid and successful issue. 

4. The great increase in the development of new ground in our mining 
districts, the progressive success of such operations, and the steady returns 
of our established mines, proving beyond the possibility of failure the ex- 
haustless mineral resources of the country, constitute a basis for remune- 
rative outlay which no other description of reproductive security, how- 
ever available to the buyer, can afford. Still more, the circumstances of 
the times, our relations with other countries, and their incidental demand 
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on our metal markets, croate a certainty of steady prices at a high figure, 
and a continued and brisk draft of product, What further advantages,

The Covocne Mixtno Company will hold an adjourned meeting on 
Wednesday next, the object being to ascertain how far the call for addi- 
tional capital has been responded to. In justice to Mr. VALLANCE, we 
inserted his reply to the remarks in the Journal of the 12th instant; but 
we apprehend the legal profession would soon be extinct if lawyers, like 
doctors, did not sometimes disagree. Mr. VaLtancr says that the ques- 
tion is a simple one,—whether the Cologne Mining Company has been 
established under French or Prussian laws, as a “Bocicte en Comman- 
dite?” When gentlemen of great eminence in the legal profession dis- 
"grec upon such a point, they must permit us to take a common-sense view 
of the question. It is quite certain that no mining company in Cornwall 
or Devon could be established under the French law as a “ Societe en 
Commandite ; ” and, therefore, it would appear, as an Act was passed in 
Prussia in May, 1851, regulating the working of all mineral properties, 
generally known as the Mincral Law of Prussia, and the Cologne Mining 
Company being established in 1853, that it could not be legally conducted 
as a “ Societe en Commandite;” and that Mr. Nuwsen is correct in ad- 
vising them that they have been in error from the beginning. 

However, it little matters to the shareholders which is right. ‘The 
*juestion for them to consider is, whether the mines are worth working; 
and should they determine in tho affirmative, then the immediate neces- 
sity for one and all aiding in the raising the additional capital required. 
Thore has already been a large amount expended upon the property, and, 
from the reports, they appear to be just upon the turning point ; indeed, 
if it hae not been for the unfortunate selection of some of the officials, 
there is little doubt that the affairs would have been in a very different 
condition at the present time. It was only necessary to attend the two 
recent meetings to prove the unbounded confidence the proprietors have 
in the board of directors: but they want more than that, Let them, be- 
fore the next meeting, calmly consider the subject, and come prepared to 
decide whether they will abandon the concern or not; fur, without the 
necessary funds are forthcoming, the property will, there is very little 
doubt, pass into other hands, who will reap the benefit of the heavy out- 
lay alrcady made in opening the mines. 





The Act, 18 and 19 Vic., c. 133, passed in the last session of Parliament, 
for enabling companies to be formed on the principle of Limited Liability, 
has been elaborately animadverted upon in the columns of the MininG 
J OURNAL since June last; and on Nov. 3 we noticed the second edition 
of a work, by Mr. Cuantes Worpswortn, barrister-at-law, published 
asa supplement to his Law of Mining, Cost-book Mining, Banking, In- 
surance, and General Joint-Stock Companies, as an explanation of, and 
commentary upon, the Act. We have now received a copy of a third 
edition of the work, considerably enlarged, with introduction and notes, 
and a statement of the French law relating to socicties en commandite, 
In ‘the introduction, the author states that the Limited Liability Act is 
to be read in conjunction with the two Acts passed in 1844 and 1847, for 
the regulation of joint-stock companies, and then shows to what com- 
panies the Act does and does not apply. They apply to every partnership 
where the capital is divided into shares, transferable without the consent 
of the partners —assurance companies and friendly societies, insuring on one 
life to the extent of 200/.; every partnership which at its commencement 
shall consist of more than 25 members; and these definitions include mining 
eompanies, British and foreign, companies fur working patents, and general 
— stock companics. Banking companies, schools, literary institutions, 

oan societies, benefit building societies, and railway, gas, and water com- 
panies, are excluded from the privileges of the Act. It is then shown 
that what the small capitalist requires is a simple form of society, to 
which he may contribute his moderate savings for the purpose of. being 
employed in some mercantile pursuit, without being subject to a liability 
to pay all the partnership debs if the concern should be unsuccessful 
This want does not appear to be satisfied by the Limited Liability Act, as 
such a company must be formed under the enactments of the 7 and 8 Vic., 
c. 100, for the regulation of joint-stock companies; and it is well known 
how troublesome and intricate the provisions of that statute, in connec- 
tion with the 10 and 11 Vic., ¢. 78, passed to amend it, are. The ma- 
chinery is not suited to work a small capital, nor ean such a company be 
economically established under the provisions of these Acts. Several 
defects in the statute are pointed out in the notes, clearly showing that 
limited may turn out unlimited liability to shareholders in companies 
formed under the Act. These notes are very voluminous and elucidatory, 
showing the probable future working of the law, how frauds may be com- 
mitted, and many of its enactments evaded. 

In the author's remarks on the French socielé en commandite, it is shown 
that the laws of France, and many other countries on thy European con- 
tinent, including most of the States of America, recognise a species of part- 
nership which forms a medium between the full responsibility of a regu- 
lar partnership, and the irresponsiblity of an incorporated company, and 
which has a tendency to effect that union of skill and capital, without 
which enterprises requiring a high degree of both cannot be undertaken. 
A society under this law consists of two or more individuals, of whum 
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one or more undertake the ment, and are responsible for all en- | 
gagements, terméd “‘commandites;” the others, or ‘ commanditaires,” 
are merely irresponsible shareholders. These, it is indispensible, take no 
part in the management, as the moment a shareholder does so, his respon- 
sibility ceases to be confined to the amount of his contribution, but he 
becomes personally liable for all the debts of the company : he ceases to | 
be a “commanditaire,” and becomes a “‘commandite.” We have not | 
space to follow the remarks to the end; they will be found highly inter- | 
esting and important to every shareholder. It is not pretended that the 
principle affords perfect security against failue, but it affords a higher 
degree of ensuring prudent and faithful management, and is, taerefore, for 
successful commercial enterprise, superior to other institutions.

commercial character of thie country. Sure he was that, notwithstanding the pre- 
sent depression of this great interest, by adopting the, proper measures in time it 
would soon arrive at its proper value and importance. 

The meeting was addressed by Messrs. Vance, MappDEN, Wooter, Gares, Hera~ 
ratH, Leow, and other gentlemen, who were unanimous a8 to the necessity of the 
movement. A goed deal was said about the very different manner in which railway 
property was conducted in France to the practice in this country; and here it will 
not be out of place to introduce some statistical matter, to show the contrast between 
railway property in that country and Great Britain. On Jan. 1, 1855, the market 
value of the ordinary shares in 3) British railways was 89,620, »16/., while the sums 
paid upon them amounted to 124,839,026/., showing a depreciation of 35,218,5001., or 
above 27 per cent; the dividends paid on which capital for the most profitable half 
of the year was ouly 1 9-10ths per cent. On the same day, the market value of the 
shares in 13 French railways was 60,517,380/., the sum paid upon them 81,122,0007., 
showing an increased value of 29,395,380/ , above 94 per cent. The dividend payable 
on this capita! for the year, after deducting the sum necessary for its ultimate redemp- 
tion, was 3,355,7501., or above 10¥ per cent. ‘These comparative results between 
English and French railway companies are certainly not very complimentary or con- 
gratulatory to ourselves, and while we" boast of advancing civilisation, capital in- 
creasing in a compound ratio, and trade and commerce returning profits for money 
invested to an extent never known before, we allow a few individuals in the position 
of directors, engineers, and lawyers, connected with our railways, the now incis- 
pensable highways of the country, to take the lion’s share, caring little for what may 


| come to the shareholders, expending their capital with a view to a very large means 


of passenger conveyance, with the least possible convenience or accommodation. 

The amounts sq"tandered in law by railway directors have been enormous. The 
Caledonian Railway has expended on 15 Acts of Parliament 263,754/.; the Bastern 
Counties, 663,557/.; the Great Western, 611,291/., on 26 Acts; the London and North- 
Western, 627,893/.; the Lancashire and Yorkshire, 721,451/. ; and the Midland rail- 
ways, 891,353/. ‘The total paid for law by 160 companies has been 14,08 ,1107., equal 
to one-half the cupital of the lines of railway in France, which pay a dividend of 
3,355,739/. per annum. 

It was suggested by one proprietor present whether some plan could not be ar- 
ranged by which all the railways might be offered to Government at @ certain rate 
per cent. on the capital, which proposal received no support, and it was generally the 
opinion that shareholders had the means in their own hands of restoring their pro- 
perty to its full value and importance. The resolution put by Mr. MircHevy was se~ 
jane , and carried unanimously. It was also resolved that the government of the 
association should be by a president and council, to consist of 12 or more members, 
and their services to be gratuitous ; that subscriptions should be paid into the London 
and Westminster Bank, and be drawn out as required by the signatures ef two of the 
committee, consisting of Messrs, Leach, Hoank, Cowan, Trae, Buiier, Hossox, 
Leow, and Mircuv¥i, who were appointed to carry out the objects of the meeting, 
which was adjourned to the 31st inst. : 

During the Goonction, it was shown that much mischief had been done by unwise 
legislation, which had cost the country 20,000,000/, ; and to show how the share- 
holders’ money had been squandered away, 4 case was instanced of one company 
having been charged 80/. per ton for certain stores, which had been purchased of other 
parties at 33/. per ton.

Jan. 24,—Tho steady tone assumed during last week was well main- 
tained this. Funds have advanced fully 1} per cent. since Monday, and 
closed very firm to-day. Shares partook of the steady character of the 
Stock Market, and in nearly every instance advanced. Business also was 
more active. Mining Shares were in better demand, those of the Mining 
Company of Ireland showing an advance of about 1ds., and those of the 
Wicklow Copper were done to day at 17. advance over last price. The 
following are the latest. prices :—Consols, 902; New 3 per Cents, 903 . 
Hibernian Bank, 322; National Bank, 32;; Royal Bank, 20:; Grand 
Canal Company, 384; Patriotic Assurance, 8; Mining Company of Ire- 
land, 134 ex diy.; Wicklow Copper Mine, 28; Dublin and Wicklow, oa 
Great Southern and Western, 524; Dundalk and Enniskillen, 134; Kil- 
larney Junction, 74; Midland Great Western, 493; and Waterford and 
Limerick, 225. a ash ae ' 

The paucity of business done in mining shares in this market is a sub-~ 
ject of remark, transactions being confined, with some stray exceptions, 
to Mining Company of Ireland, General Mining Company, and Wicklow 
Copper, though shares in English mines are extensively held by parties 





on Wednesday, for the purpose of presenting the usual report and state- 
ment of accounts, and also to consider the necessary steps for raising ad- 
ditional capital. In consequence of the calls having recently been rather 
heavy, it was suggested that some other mode should be resorted to for 
obtaining money, such as by the issue of new shares, but upon taking 
legal advice, it was ascertained that would be at variance with the con- 
stitution. The cases which have recently occurred fully prove the great 
injury that has been inflicted upon shareholders through, in some cases, 
even a slight deviation from the original constitution; and in any com- 
pany formed like the Royal Santiago the directors are strictly the trustees 
for every shareholder, and if they perilled their interest by any deviation 
from the rules, they would be clearly guilty of a breach of trust. 

The directors are empowered to make calls to the extent of 30/. per share, 
and that power not being exhausted, they have only one course to pursuc., 
Some of the proprictors made some angry observations upon the expendi- 
ture: so far as London is concerned, in one branch there would certainly 
appear some cause of complaint, but if any proprietor reads the report of 
the meeting, in another column, we think they will agree that the direc- 
tors are not overpaid. 

The allusions made to the expenses in Cuba were of such a character 
that better analogies might have been expected from those gentlemen who 
made them, professing, as they do, to be daily engaged in mining trans- 
actions, (Questions were asked as to the number of men engaged on the 
mines, and then a comparison of charge was attempted to be drawn be- 
tween them and the mines in Devon and Cornwall. Such parties ought 
to have known that there is not a foreign mine throughout the world in 
which the expenses of labour, both English and native, do not differ; but 
to compare any of them with British mines needs no further comment. 
We doubt whether the gentlemen alluded to would accept an engagement 
in Cuba which should yield no more than their business in London, 

The main question, however, was the raising sufficient capital to work 
the mines vigorously—Mr, Joun Taytor, jun. (the Chairman), having 
expressed his determination to pursue that course, Eventually a com- 
mittee was appointed, to confer with the directors upon the subject, and 
the call deferred until after they shall have made their report, Mr. TayLor 
having assured ¢he proprietors that in the meantime vigorous operations 
would be continued. 





In following up our observations, in last week’s Mixinc JourNnat, on 
the subject of Rahway Revoro, we must refer to the proceedings of the 
meeting at the London Tavern on Tuesday, of which we then gave notice. 
Although, perhaps, not so numerously attended as might have been ex- 
pected when it is remembered that the railway interests of this country 
involve a capital of nearly 300,000,000/, sterling, there is not the shadow 
of a doubt but that the movement will prove a step in the right direction. 
Among those present were some influential and energetic men from the 
northern and midland counties, who, with the Chairman (Mr. W. Mauins), 
and his coadjutors, expressed themselves determined to persevere in the 
movement they had originated, until they obtained for this gigantic in- 
terest that profitable return for their capital, and consideration for their 
services, which the benefits they conferred on the publicdemanded. The 
anomalous character at the present moment of the railway interest was 
emphatically dwelt on by the Chairman: with a capital twenty times as 
large as that of the Bank of England, it was the custom for a man to congratulate 
his neighbour, if he were not ashareholder, on his fortunate position; and yet it was 
a well-known fact that directors, engineers, lawyers, officials, and every one con- 
nected with them, had done well, except the sharcholders. In grappling with the 
question, it must be borne in mind that it was the largest commercial one in the 
kingdom, looking at it either as to the extent of capital invested, the number of the 
feeten employed, or the great advantages which it conferred on the public. The 

bairman then alluded to the addreasof Mr. Roserr Siernenson as President of the 
Institution of Civil Engineers, and went through many of the statistical details con- 
tained init, which we have already recorded. Thecanal interest was also considered, 
and with respect to the conducting or management of railways, it was an error to 
suppose there was anything of so much more difficult a character than in other large 
commercial undertakings; and to show its importance, the Chairman stated that the 
London and North-Western Company alone, directly and indirectly, supported 150,000 
families, The reforms which they must endeavour to enforce were, closing of capital 
accounts, revision of traffic rates, some of which were ridiculously low, a thorough 
and efficient system of andit, and never to allow dividends to be paid out of capital. 
The Chairman concluded a long desertation amid much acclamation. 

Mr. Mitcurts., on moving the first resolution, entered at some length into an ana- 
lysis of the proceedings of railway companies. He said the present tariffs generally 
were not remunerative, and many of the salaries and emoluments were enormous: 
he considered the objects of the meeting should be to elucidate facts, circulate in- 
formation, and thus give an impuise to the railway mind (if he might so terin it), 
which would bring about a better state of things. The motion was that a society be 





formed, to be called the Rarnway Proprietors’ Association, its objects being to 
afford protection to railway property ; toendeavour to obtain a settlement, and closing 


here; und it has frequently occurred that orders from a seller and buyer 
are sent on the same day to London brokers, Since the establishment of 
the Mining Exchange, there has been less mystery as to prices of shares 
than formerly, and a guarantee is given that, to a certain extent, the quo- 
tations in any particular shares show the feeliug of the market in them, 
When this is the case, why cannot the prices be had by telegraph every 
day, and the principal mines be entered for business on the Stock Ex- 
change List? It is a manifest injustice to speculators in English mines 
that some system of this nature is not adopted; for the first intimation 
had of any fluctuations appears in the English papers, when it is, of 
course, too late to operate. To this subject I shall again advert. 

The Master of the Rolls has postponed hearing the petitions of the 
mining companies, alluded to in my last, till the 30th inst, 

The half-yearly meeting of the National Assurance Company was held 
a few days since, when a most satisfactory report and statement of ac- 
counts were presented. A dividend of 6/. per cent. was declared. This

| Inexamining the reports on the property held by the General Mining

(as I am sure it will be, by the directors, and under the guidance of the 
present experienced manager at the mines), will, I feel confident, place 
this company in a flourishing and proud position. But I must not deal 
in surmise, but rather turn to facts, and give you a more detailed descrip- 
tion of the property possessed by the company than that of last week. 

West SHALLUE, the most western part of their mineral property, con- 
tains 424 acres, and is held under a lease for 27 years, at 1-20th dues. 
The lodes run north and south, and are parallel with those of East Shallee. 
At present, and for some time past, this mine has not been worked, and 
the machinery has been removed to Shallee East.

T have now extracted from the published reports what I believe to be 
a faithful and correct account of the company’s property.

IRON AND COAL TRADES or YORKSHIRE AND DERBYSHIRE. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN CHESTERFIELD.] 


Jan. 24.—The unconditional acceptance by Russia of the peace 
proposals, and the apes en news received from the East, which is 
decidedly of a pacific tendency, has led to the belief that peace is not far 
distant. The effect of this intelligence has been already experienced 
to a great extent by the firmness with which prices of iron have been 
maintained. The enquiry for malleable iron has improved; and a fair 
amount of business has been done in pig-iron. ‘The steel trade is gradu- 
ally improving ; and owing to the easy state of the money market at New 
York, orders have been given out more freely. The caustic article which 
appeared in the Times, in reference to the Master Cutler, has given great 
offence to the manufacturers of Sheflleld. It is well known that the 
marks, names, and wrappers of the Sheftield goods are pirated all over the 
Continent, because of the ready sale which they command, 

Mr. J. W. Dod, engineer, of Rotherham, Yorkshire, who has recently 
invented some improvements in the construction of the gun, had some 
experiments made, last week, on the grounds of John Waring, Esq., of 
Howarth Hall, in the presence of several military officers. The experi- 
ments were most satisfactory : in one instance an 8 1b. ball was projected 
a distance of 1200 yards, with only 2 ozs. of common blasting-powder. 
One peculiar advantage in connection with this implement of war is, that 
balls of various weights can be thrown from the same gun. 

The coal trade is very brisk in Derbyshire and South Yorkshire; and 
in reference to the latter district, there are complaints that the South 
Yorkshire Railway cannot afford sufficient traffic accommodation for the 
exit of the coals, owing to the want of rolling stock. Should there be 
an early declaration of peace, it will be followed by the commencement 
of several large mineral undertakings in Derbyshire, which will give 
employment to several thousand persons. 

There is nothing of importance to notice this week, in reference to 
lead mining, in the Peak of Derbyshire. A strong opposition is ready to 
show itself immediately, should any bill be introduced in the ensuing 
Parliament, calculated to affect the mineral interest and ancient customs 
of Derbyshire. 

The formation of an associated body of railway proprietors is, we hear, 
likely to lead to the establishment of a society fur the protection of min- 
ing interests in this country. 

Every week brings us some additional particulars in reference to the 
unfortunate shareholders in the Wrysgan Slate Quarries. One of the share- 
holders in question informs me that, although he holds 35 shares, he has 
not received a single farthing of dividend, whilst the rest of the poor 
shareholders received theirs. On communicating this circumstance to 
Mr. Wilkinson, the shareholder in question infurmed me that he replied, 
stating that if he (the shareholder) had not received them, his (Mr. Wil- 
kinson’s) clerk must have kept them. What a revelation! 

A curious geological discovery has just been made during the excava- 
tions for the new docks at West Hartlepool. The remains of an ancient 
forest, with its timber, trees, and other plants, have been found. The 
skull of an ox, and the tusk of an elephant, have been discovered. 





THE IRON AND METAL TRADES or SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN BIRMINGHAM, ] 

Jan, 24.—The peace propositions are still the great topic of considera- 
tion here, as much depends upon them with reference to the staple trades 
of this district. Few localities in England are more immediately inte- 
rested in the solution of the great question of peace or war than Birming- 
ham and the surrounding country. As I intimated, last week, most of 
the contracts for naval and military stores and iron—and they are exten- 
sive throughout Staffurdshire—are conditional contracts, liable to be 
suspended upon the cessation of hostilities, if the Government shall so 
order; and hence the great anxiety not unreasonably felt upon the 
subject. Ihave, however, made extensive enquiries relative to their en- 
gagements, and I cannot hear of one instance in which the Board of 
Ordnance or the Admiralty have countermanded any order, or given any 
intimation from which it might be inferred that they intend doing so. So 
far, therefore, confidence in these contracts remain firm; and it is now 
generally felt that in the ordinary course of events, whatever may be the 
ultimate result of the negociations, there will be ample time afforded to 
complete all existing contracts. It is clearthe Government do not mean 
hastily to relax in their preparations for war, whatever may be the pros- 
pects of peace, which after all are best known to themselves. The first 
announcement of the 7imes, received here this day, given, as it was, in 
all but positive terms, certainly produced a sudden and extraordinary 
change in the commercial transactions of this district, and threw matters, 
pro tem., into no small disorder. There was all put a panic in the corn 
market, and wheat fell 5s. per quarter. Many orders in the iron trade 
were temporarily withheld; and no one knew how to move. The next 
version, however, of the Vienna news, extending the “‘ pure and simple” 
acceptance to mere negociations, produced a reaction; and since then we 
have been dealing comparatively as before the startling news reached us. 

This day the corn market here recovered from the panic of this day 
week, and wheat went up to the price from which it receded a few days 
ago. So it has been in all other transactions. Iron is firm, the demand 
brisk, and few but Sona fide sales are effected. There is no more pur- 
chasing iron before it is made, upon warrants having some dozen 
indorsements ; and there is now little, if any, danger of a repetition of 
the disasters of the past year. Some fears have been recently enter- 
tained here relative to the American market, in consequence of the 
President’s message respecting the disputed territory; but the last 
arrival has brought some orders for rails and sheet iron, and without the 
most remote allusion by the correspondents to any apprehended un. 
pleasantness between us and our transatlantic neighbours. 

During the week there has not been any progress made in the adjust- 
ment of the difference between the London and North-Western Railway 
Company and the ironmasters, relative to the increased freights on the 
ironstone from Ulverstone. My last communication’ contained the 
meeting of the ironmasters upon the subject, and intervicw with the rail- 
way authorities, but the matter is still in abeyance. If, however, it is 
not soon disposed of, and in a manner satisfactory to the great interest 
involved in it, the great probability is that arrangements will be made by 
which a transfer of the traffic to another quarter will take place. And 
having noticed the ironstone, I may now state that the accounts from the 
new mines, in North Staffordshire, are highly satisfactory. The quan- 
tity and quality is large and superior, and the price is now reported at 
from 14s. to 15s. 6d. per ton. 

In connection with the accidents of the district, not the least important 
and destructive has been the boiler explosion at the iron works of 
Messrs. Hickman, at Lea Brook, near Wednesbury, by which four un- 
fortunate men were killed, and eight others injured—two of them very 
severely. A steam-engine boiler exploded with a loud crash ; the roof 
of the mill and other portions of the work were much injured by the 
descent of the pieces of the boiler, and the mass of materials thrown up 
by the force of the explosion. A high-pressure engine, of 20-horse 
power, was broken, and three men close to it were killed on the spot. 
An inquest has been held before Mr. G. H. Hinchcliff, coroner, on the 
four bodies of the sufferers, and the following verdict returned, after the 
examination of several scientific persons .—‘* That the death of the four 

was occasioned by the explosion of a steam-engine and boiler ; 





and we are unanimously of opinion that the cause of explosion took place | 


from shortness of water, and the plates of the boiler being red hot, and 
from that cause gas or foul air being generated and causing the explo. 
sion. We are also of opinion, that there has been great neglect of duty 
shown by both engineers, in not examining the buoys which indicate the 
height of the water in the boiler. We are further of opinion, that the 
engineers were not competent to fill such a situation without a practical 
man to take the supervision ; and weare of opinion, that had such a man 
been employed, the present lamentable accident woul have been avoided.” 





Tae Wetsx Iron Trapve.— The ironworks gencrally throughout South 
Wales are in full employ, not only in the manufacture of rails and bars, but also of 

-iron. Large orders for rails have been taken by those works which roll rails, at 
8/, 108. to 91. 10s. per ton, and there isevery appearance of prices holding up. Pig-iron 
has experienced a slight advance, and the market is stiffer, and as orders are coming 
in pretty freely, a good trade is anticipated. The works are in full activity, and in 
several! localities extension ef premises are going cn. In one locality four new blast 
1 urmaces are about to be erected, and in one instance old works Bave resumed making.

ON THE PITCH LAKE OF TRINIDAD, AND ITS APPLICATION 
TO STEAM FUEL. 

_The Pitch Lake of Trinidad has long been celebrated as one of the ex- 
traordinary productions of Nature, but hus been passed over, like many 
others of equal importance, unheeded and unapplied to any useful or prac - 
tical purposes. During the period in which the Earl of Dundonald (now 
Rear-admiral of England) held the command of the West India station, 
he had occasion, in his official capacity, to visit the island of ‘Trinidad, 
whore circumstances occurred to draw his attention to the mineral and 
other productions of that as well as of other settlements under that com- 
mand ; and it having also occurred that onc of the steam-vessels of the fleet 
was short of coals, the opportunity of testing the utility of the bituminous 
aay ap of the Pitch Lake presented itself, which his active mind was not 
ong in rendering available to the exigency. 

From a variety of experiments made in the boiler furnaces of the vessel 
alluded to, the Earl of Dundonald satisfied himself of the character and 
value of the material, and he was not slow in applying it to a variety of 
useful purposes, Pipes were cast for the conyeyance of water instead of 
cast-iron, withstanding a pressure of 140 Ibs. per square inch, and effect- 
ing a considerable saving in cost. The local Government, thereupon, gave 
his lordship a grant of about one-third of the surface of the lake, toge- 
ther with other property bordering on the lake and neighbourhood, Sub- 
sequently to this, his lordship purchased the estates contiguous to and 
surrounding the Pitch Lake, and is now, in conjunction with his son, Capt. 
Cochrane, C.B., owner of the whole of the property enclosing the lake. 

The Earl of Dundonald having, with his accustomed acumen, applied 
the bitumen to a variety of useful purposes, has taken out patents of the 
United Kingdom and France, amongst which we may name the coating 
of telegraphic wires, the jointing of iron and other pipes, in substitu- 
tion of lead; a perfectly water-proof cloth for roofing, floor-cloth, &e.; a 
substitute for iron pipes, for the conveyance of water; a coating for iron 
pipes, ships, and other iron structures, as a prevention against corrosion ; 
a perfectly protecting paint for the protection of wood and iron work 

enerally, 

. The Hon. Captain Cochrane has recently obtained a patent, or ordi- 
nance, from the local Legislature of the island of Trinidad for the ma- 
nufacture of an economical fuel, for the service of steam vessels navigating 
the West Indian seas, and more especially the West Indian Mail steamers, 
who are compelled to coal the homeward voyage with coal sent from 
England, at great expense, thé probable average of which is 40s. per ton 
at St. Thomas’s, while the patent bituminous fuel is limited by the ordi- 
nance to 20s. perton. The vessels trading from Panama to Australia may 
also be supplied with this fucl, and its importance to the sugar plantations 
is incalculable, as it frequently happens that there is a scarcity of coal in 
the islands, and the supply of wood (its substitute) as frequently fails. 
The greatest facilities are afforded for shipment, as the pitch in its over- 
flowing at various times has extended itself 600 yards into the sea, and 
formed a natural jetty for vessels to take in their cargoes from. ‘There is 
no doubt that this is one of the most valuable applications of the bitumen, 
and which is calculated not only to confer a permanent benefit on the local 
interests of Trinidad by the employment of its labour, but will greatly 
benefit the neighbouring islands, by the supply of a good and cheap fuel 
for all manufacturing purposes, The fuel has been proved, by trials made 
on the Thames, on the tubular boiler of a river steamer, under the inspec- 
tion of an Admiralty officer, and other enginvers, to have evaporated 30 
per cent. more water by the combustion of an equal weight of fuel and 
Merthyr coal than was evaporated by an equal weight of Merthyr coal 
alone, showing the great superiority of the fuel per se. 

A company has been recently formed in London, under an able direc- 
torate, for the purpose of carrying out the manufacture of the patent fuel 
in Trinidad, on the pitch property, and the steam-boat companivs in those 
seas, as well as the manufacturing interests of the islands, will soon reap 
the benefit of its introduction. We have no doubt that this invention will 
prove of great benefit tothe colonies, andespecially to the island of Trinidad. 





Tue Iron Trave.—The following weekly statement, to Jan. 22, has 
been forwarded to us from Glasgow, by Mr. Thomas Edington, showing 
the principal new orders for castings, machinery, rails, &v., as far as as- 
certained by him to be in the iron markets of Great Britain and Ireland 
—1450 tons water pipes, junctions, and other castings; also, two high 
pressure condensing steam-cngines, with boilers and pumps; a high ser- 
vice iron water tank, hydrants, sluice valves, &c., for Braintree, near 
Chelmsford ; quantities of iron enclosure railings, ornamental posis and 
chains, for St. Nicholas’s Cemetery, Newcastle-upor-Tyne; a paper ma- 
chine, a machine paper mill, a machine mill, and a mill for mill-boards, 
&e., for London; a hydraulic press and a steam-engine for Edinburgh. 





Iron MANUPACTURE IN THE CLEVELAND Disraicr.—This branch of in- 
dustry has been in existence a few years only, but in that short period has become so 
extensive, and is now in so healthy @ state, that the highest expectations as to its 
further increase are entertained ; it may, therefore, deserve the attention of every 
iron importer on the Continent. The first impulse to this industry was given by the 
discovery, during the summer of 1849, of vast layers of ironstone in the adjacent hills 
These resources attracted the attention of speculators; establishments ona large scale 
sprung up in quick succession, so that already the.number of blast-furnaces in the 
district are not less than 33, an additional number being in course of construction. 
As the ironstone is found near the surface, it is brought ro light at less expense than 
in most of the Scotch mines. The Cleveland stone contains about 35 per cent. of iron 
The biast-furnaces work with coke, furnished by the near and extensive coal mines 
of the Auckland district, and produce a quaiity of metal which is generally considered 
equal to good Scotch brands. The foundry iron is very sofl, and No. | chiefly will 
allow of being mixed with a good deal of old castings, or hard metal, such as Belgian, 
Westphalian, and Silesian. It makes aregniar and full casting, and is peculiarly 
adapted for beams, bridging, and other works requiring the properties of sustaining 
great pressure. The production of forge iron is larger here in proportion than in 
Scotland, as it is consumed extensively in the neighbourhood itrelf, and also meets 
with a great demand from other parts, principally Germany. This dereription of 
metal makes an excellent malleable iron. There are in Middlesbro’ and its vicinity 
several foundries and rolling- mills of considerable extent, the latter being capable of 
turning out on an average about 1000 tons of rails, 400 tons of bars, and 100 tons of 
plates per week ; and the list of shipments during the past year shows that the iron 
has been introduced already into the continentsl markets to a great extent. The 
average number of furnaces working in the district during the pust year was 27}9.

The coal and coke were chiefly furnished by the provinces of Oviedo, Leon, and 
Cordova; the iron by those of Malaga, Biscay, and Oviedo; the lead by those of 
Murcia and Jean; the copper by the province of Huelva, in which are situated the 
Government mines of Rio Tinto; the quicksilver by the Government mines of Al- 
maden, in the province of Giudad Real; the silver by the provinces of Guadajara, 
Murcia, and Almeria; and the small quantity of gold by the province of Leon. It is 
stated that from 80,000 to 90,000 persons find employment in the mines, and that 
20,000 beasts of burden are employed in them. 








IMPROVEMENTS IN Pupptina Inon.-—The process patented by Mr, R. 
Plant, of Holly Hall, near Dadley, will be found described in our Journal of Jan, 26, 
1850. The object was to regulate the heat of the farnace, which consists of a fire and 
puddling chamber, and a preparatory chamber to receive the metal before it is re- 
quired in the puddling furnace, There is a damper between the fire and puddling 
chambers, by which the communication between them can be opened or closed. Three 
apertures or tubes are fixed in the roof of the furnace, two of them for the introduc. 
tion of atmospheric air, either by hot or cold blast, and the third for the admission of 
steam. These heing placed at an angle of about 60°, drive the flame down on the 
whole surface of the iron; and the steam should be made to take the same direction 
at the same moment. By these arrangement«, the patentee states that he can regu- 
late the best much better than by the usual damper in a puddling furnace,

Tur Inon Trape,—“ Ironmaster,” in this day’s Worcester Journal, 
says—*‘ There is no change to report in the state of the trade since I last wrote; the 
works generally are pretty well employed, and some orders from the United States 
are coming in for bars. The demand for boiler-plates and sheets is not at all im- 
proved, though I expect, before the end of February, we shall begin to feel the spring 
call. Mine pigs are not increasing in stock, and several heavy lots have been sold 
during the week at 90s, per ton. Puddled bars, hammer-made, are 7/. 10s, per ton, 
There is no demand for squeezer-made bars. Coal is quite as dear as it has in for 
the last six months; and although it is generally found that when the winter demand 
for household purposes has ceased there is a lull, and often a reduction of 1s, per ton 
I do not believe, from present appearances, that it will be the case this spring. Mine’ 
is too high for the pig-makers to be able tor a moment to give way in price; a large 
quantity is coming into the district from North Staffordshire, and there ie also a great 
consumption of the Froghall hematite ore, both for puddling and blast furnace use in 
South Staffordshire. I hear complaints made by some of the marked-iron houses 
that underselling is going on amongst a few of the second-class firms, I am sorry to 
hear it, beeause nothing but necessity can occasion it, I am sure no one who has to 
bay his material can afford to sell at less than the declared price of the trade; if he 
does, he is a loser by all the difference he makes in price. Of course, it is hard to say 
when the preliminaries for peace will be sufficiently formed to allow the restrictions 
upon small rounds, T, and angle-iron, and ships’ keels, for exportation to the north 
of Europe, to be removed; but it will make a great deal of difference to the trade 
when it is done. Preparations are being made to commence at once upon the new 
tunnel under the Kowley Hills, a little to the south of Dudley, by which the canal 
route from the west to the east of the iron district and Birmingham will be lessened 
considerably, and coals to the latter place will be cheaper by canal at from 1s. to 1s. 6d. 
per ton. It will be a great boon to the whole neighbourbood, and adds another 
to the many benefits which the able management of the Birmingham Canal Company 
has accomplished,” 





ConpDENSING AND ABSORBING THER SMOKE AND Propucts or Comnus- 
sson.--Mr. E. Simons, of Birmingbam, has specified a patent (through Mr, G. Shaw), 
for this invention, which consists of an instrument or apparatus to be suspended or 
fixed over gas and other flames, in place of the ordinary bell-glass, amp Be pg 
over flames from the ceiling of the room, It consists of a bell, or other sha vessel, 
suspended over the flame, with its mouth downwards. The lower edge of the vessel 
is turned inwards and upwards, so as to constitute an annular vessel at the bottom 
of the bell or other shaped vessel. In this annular vessel water is placed, or potash, 
or soda, or carbonate of potash or soda, or solution‘of these substances, Or the in- 
ventor places in the annular vessel quick lime, or slaked quick lime, or any other 
absorbent of carbonic acid gas. A series of holes are made near the bottom of the 
bell-glass, so that when the bell or other shaped glass is placed over a gas or other 
flame, the enrrent of heated air and products of combustion arising therefrom, enter 
the bell-glass, and after rising up the middle of the glass, descend into the before- 
mentioned annular vessel, and pass out at the holes in the sides of the bell-glass. 
The holes in the bell-glass are sometimes dispensed with. As the current of air 
from the flame passes over the absorbent of carbonic acid in the annular vessel, 
carbonic acid arising from the combustion is absorbed, or partially absorbed. Any 
smoke arising from the flame is more or less condensed on the inner surface of the 
bell-shaped vessel, The turned-up portion of the glass may be made a reflecting 
surface, and the illuminating power of the flame is thereby increased. 


Tur Smoxe Nuisance.—Mr, Chas. Wye Williams, who has for many 
years paid much attention to the economical combustion of fuel, and whose valuable 
communications have so often appeared in our columns, has just published a letter, 
in the shape of a pamphlet, addressed to the Sanitary Commissioners of Liverpool, 
on the operations of the Smoke Nuisance Act. The author commences by observing 
that, in consequence of proceedings under the Act, there ean be no doubt that in nu- 
merous Cases the nuisance complained of has been abated, both in various manafac- 
tories and in steam vessels. With respect to sea-going vessels, several enginecrs 
report that not only has the issue of smoke been prevented or lessened, but there has 
been more or less a saving of fuel, and an increased generation of steam. On the 
river steamers also approaching the landing-stage, generally speaking they now 





appear unaccompanied by that mass of dense smoke which formerly created so se- 
rious a nuisance. The adoption, however, of any general, real, practical remedy 
appears to have ended in thorough disappointment, and Mr, Williams attributes the 
partially good results which are apparent to the anxiety of the stokers to prevent the 
appearance of smoke from the funnel, and by asimple, well-known operation to pre- 
ventit. It has for years been known to the most ignorant stoker on board steam- 


vessels, that when the draught was insufficient through the ordinary channels of the 
furnace, combustion was aided by allowing the door to be more or less open, and dense 
smoke thusprevented, This, by them, has always been termed ** burning the smoke ;” 
but Mr. Williams shows that what is generally termed “ smoke,” is incombustible, 


ar.dcannot, therefore, be burned. It consists of carbonic acid, nitrogen, vapour of 
water, and atoms of unconsumed blick earbon, the latter bearing so small a proportion 
to the general mass that, although combustible itself, it is rendered perfectly un- 
consumable by its constituents. On suggesting a remedy for this state of things, the 
author advises that stokers, and others employed about furnaces, should be taught 
the true theory of combustion ; that the engineers and manufacturers employed in the 


construction of furnaces, who should be acquainted with the details of their busi- 
ness, ought to be held responsible for their perfect action, rather than the proprietor, 
who, insany instances, is totally ignorant of the principles in action, It is not only 
the duty bat peculiarly within the province and power of the engineeer—an adequate 
and professioual man — to study, understand, and reduce the i which belongs to 
the fuel he employs, and its application in the generating of steam for the purposes 
of the engine he contracts to make. Itis then shown that, by admitting currents 
of atmospheric air in thin and divided films, and thus facilitating their thorough ad- 
inixture with the gases from the coal, all the great desiderata are obtained, smoke 
prevented, not consumed, and a great economy of fuel obtained. The pamphiet con. 
cludes by the statement, that the very terms of the Act have been instrumental in 
leading all parties astray; the public had no alternation but to believe that smoke 
could be burned or consumed, while speculative inventors favoured the inviting an- 
nouneement, by offering their several panaceas for effecting this grand impossibility. 

We have thus far laid before our readers the spirit of the pamphlet—with the theory 
of which, however, we do not quite agree. The term ‘‘ smoke” really means black 
vapour, and we unhesitatingly assert that the black particles of unconsumed carbon 
can be “burned,” although in combination with “ carbonic acid, nitrogen, and va- 
pour of water,” by passing the current over incandescent fuel; the writer says not a 
word about ‘‘carbonic oxide” always evolved at one part of the fire, and partially 
consumed, and its elements changed in another. In the case of perfect combustion, 
all the products will pass out of the chimney-top in invisible gases.—Ep. M. J.)

‘To the manof science, the geologist, the botanist, the general natural 
historian, and all who are able to appreciate the powers and attainments of the de- 
ceased, and are aware ot hia great discoveries, his works, and the advantages be con- 
ferred on the seientifie world, this portrait will be cherished as a memento mori of 
that gentleman, and will, we have no doubt, adorn the walls of most of the literary 
and scientific institutions in the kingdom, Edward Forbes was born in the Isle of 


Man on Feb. 12, 1515, and at an early age exhibited that aptness for, and attachment 
to, intellectual pursuits so commonly remarked in those who attain to scientific’ex- 
cellenee. Before he was twelve years of age he collected and cata ed the curious 
and beantiful things scattered along the shores of his native island, and even boldly 
ventured on the study of geology, then so little known and diffiealt to understand. 
After studying drawing in London and medicine in Edinburgh, he made an exploration 
of Norway, and published a Fauna of his native shores; he then made exeursions into 
Algeria, Iilyria, Egypt, and other countries, and enriched our scientific literature with 
numerons valuable works, which will immortalise his name. He greatly assisted 
the Geological Survey, under Sir H, De la Beche, filled the Botanical chair in King’s 
College, London, succeeded to the curatorship of the British Museum, and became 
lecturer on Natural History to the Museum of Practical Geology. In 1853 he wus 
appointed President of the Geological Society; and in the spring of 1854 the death 
of Professor Jameson placed within his reach the ambition of his life—the chair of 
Natural History in the University of Edinburgh. Here, however, a slow but mortal 
disease, least suspected by himself, and which had long been undermining his con- 
stitution, new accelerated by over-fatigue and cold, carried him off on Nov, 20, 1854, 
He was buried at Edinburgh, with great public demonstration, and amidst profound 
and universal sorrow. 


Mr. Edward Moss, of Moorgate-street, solicitor to the Maritime Passen-

On 
Monday, the gun was found to weigh 24 tons 7 ewts., the largest piece of wroughbt- 
iron ever manufactured, It has now to be bored and finish and will be 15 feet in 
length, with a bore 13 inches in diameter ; and it is stated that, with a proper charge 
of powder, a ball of 302 tbs. ean be propelled a distance of five miles. It is under- 
stood that Messrs, Horsfall and Co, will present this gun to the country.

Improvements IN Iron anp Sreeyt.—Mr. H. Bessemer has recently 
patented a new process for the manufacture of cast-steel, and mixtures of steel and 
cast-iron. The claims in the specification are—for the conversion of iron into steel 
in retorts or chambers placed in a vertical position, to allow the iron or steel under 
operation to descend through them by the force of gravity, and thus allow the pro- 
cess of cementation to go on continuously; melting in close pots, or vessels, steel made 
by puddling pig or refined iron, until so much carbon only is left in combination with 
it as to constitute steel; an arrangement of separate compartments, or pot chambers, 
in a furnace for founding steel, or mixtures of steel and cast-iron, and a peculiar 
method of conveying the molten metal to the mould; the discharge of the fluid metal 
through a hole in the lower part of the pot, or vessel, and plugging the same with a 
lute of fire-clay ; mounting the cover of the furnace on wheels, and the use of an ec- 
centric feeding aperture. Mr. mer also specifies under another patent for a 
mode of casting railway wheels of molten steel, or stee] and iron. 


IMPROVEMENTS 1N Coatinc Inon.—Messrs. Morewood and Rogers, of 
Enfield, bave recently taken out a patent for a new method of coating sheet iron for 
the use of the japanner, for painted work, and various other purposes. By the old 
process of dipping the iron into melted tin or zinc, it is more or less injured in its 
toughness, and rendered lesseven or flat on its surface. A larger deposit of the coat- 
ing metal is also taken up, and the cost of the covered iron increased. The process 
of the patentees consists in obtaining on sheets, plates, or other forms of iron, a coat- 
ing of tin or zine from an acid solution, instead of dipping in melted metal, and in 
afterwards applying a non-metallic coating of a material repellant of moisture, and 
which may be employed at so low a temperature as does not interfere with the original 
toughness of theiron. A resinous material is preferred, which will facilitate the pro- 
cess of soldering. The sheets, or other form of iron, having been coated with a solu- 
tion of tin, are to be washed in a stream of water, hot or cold ; after having been well 
washed, and without being allowed to A they are coated with varnish or japan, or 
with solutions of resinous, gummy, or itum nous matters, or resins dissolved in 
wood or coal naphtha, or alcohol, at a temperature of about 240° Fah., so that on with- 
drawing the metal from the hot mixture the moisture will have been boiled off, and 
a thin coating of the substances be found on the surface of the metal, which coating 
is still further reduced by rubbing with hot bran or sawdust. The plates, or other 
articles, are then immersed in a solution of ¥% |b. of shellac, and \ |b. of resin, in 
two gallons of wood spirit, or alcohol, 50° or 60° over proof, by which they obtain a 
coating repellant of moisture, the best for the purposes described, and which covered 
iron can be used for a variety of purposes, at a considerably reduced cost. 


Improvep Form or Rottep Iron,—Mr. W. Clay has recently patented 
an improved form of iron, consisting in manufacturing bar-iron of a hollow concave, 
or convex section, angle-iron, T-iron, or double T-iron, and single or double grooved 
or channel bar-iron, in a taper form, or gradually increasing or decreasing the sec- 
tional area of the bar from one point of itslength tothe other, A separate specifica- 
tion describes the a of this tapering iron to structures in which great strength 
or stiffness is required, 


IMPROVEMENTS IN SArety-VALveEs AND Borters.—Mr. W. B, Johnson 
has recently patented some improvements in the construction of steam-boilers and 
their appliances, consisting in a compression andcontraction of the ends of the tubes, 
forming a shoulder, and then expanding it within a conical aperture. Rings of copper, 
or a suitable alloy of that metal, are used as a caulking medium in the construction 
of boiler tubes, and two or more safety-valves are employed, loaded by one 
pe ee so arranged that one or iore of thein shall move in an opposite direction 
to the others. 


New Marertats ror Paper anp Corpace.—The Rey. T. I. Hast- 
ings Kelk, of Osgathorpe, Leicestershire, has just specified under the patent (obtained 
through Mr. Campin, the patent agent) for his invention for “‘rendering certain vege- 
table substances useful for the manufacture of paper, and the formation of textile 
fabrics, cordage, or ropes,” the substances being stated to be the fibres extracted 7 
his process from the bark of elm, of lime, of poplar, and of willow, and of mars 
mallow canes and rods; the leaf stalk and the root of horseradish; the shrubby cane 
or rod of marsh mallow ; the wood of elm, of poplar, of willow, and of lime. The 
marsh mallow is ready for treatment, according to this invention, when the flower 
has fallen; the leaf stalks of the horseradish soon after they appear to have reached 
their full size, and as there are successions of growths, it is desirable to pluck them 
at twoor three periods, as they reach maturity, so as to obtain them of different 

owths. The exterior or non-fibrous portion of the four first-named barks should 

removed, it being useless, and retarding the process. This should be done while 
the sap is in the bark; the fibrous part may then be readily torn from the exterior 
coat. The leaf part of the horseradish, and the leaves and small branches of the 
marsh mallow canes, are likewise removed. After these preparations the substances 
are dried (except such horseradish stalks as are collected in autumn, and do not re- 
quire drying), after which each kind is separately immersed in water (except the 
wood part of elm, of poplar, of lime, of willow, or the shrubby stem or rod of marsh 
mallow, the proper treatment for which is hereafter set forth), and such water may 
continue without heat, or be kept in a boiling state, or nearly so, and may or may not 
contain any of the following chemicals or agents for hastening the liberation of the 
fibre—viz., quick lime, potash, and borax, or salt even might be employed. The sub- 
stances having been steeped long enough to allow of the fibre being removed by wash- 
ing or wringing, when the fibre has been separated it is to be cleaned, by being combed 
or boiled in a solution of potash, and, when cleaned, is fit for the manufacture of 
paper, cordage, &c, The wood part of poplar, &c., reduced to slender pieces, sticks, 
or shavings, is boiled in a solution of quick lime and soda, and fitted for making paper 
only, The inventor claims “the sole right of rendering useful for the manufacture 
of paper, and the formation of textile fabrics and cordage or ropes, the before-named 
vegetable substances (with the exception of the woods of elm, poplar, lime, and 
willow), for the purposes above stated, andas hereinbefore set forth. Also, the right 
of utilising the woods of elm, poplar, lime, and wiilow, by the means and in the 
manner before-mentioned, for the making of paper.” 


ImproveMENT IN Dryine Tan,—Mr. Askie, of Little Britain, has in- 
vented a furnace for an improved method of drying tau for burning. Many experi- 
ments have hitherto been made in furtherance of this object, but without success, as 
from 400 to 500 tons of tan per week are made in London alone, for which the tanners 
are compelled to pay for carting away. The machine is of very simple construction, 
the tan being put into cylinders, dried and converted into fuel, the whole arrange- 
ments being so contrived as to be free from all smell or nuisance. It is only neces- 
sary to refer to the coating of the cocoa nut—a few years since a useless article—to 
show the great advantages derived from substances of little value by scientific inge- 
nuity. Mr. Askie has also invented an indicator for cabs and other carriages, which 
has fully tested, and from the nature of its construction it is impossible to turn 
the back, From its simplicity, it would appear that it is not very likely to get 
out of order. 


EMIGRANTS AND TRAVELLERS’ Knryxs.—Mr, Robert Yeates has just spe- 
cified his pee for improvements applicable to the instruments termed lock knives 
and lever knives, part of said improvements being applicable also to such surgical and 

nts as may be connected to handles by moving joints. These improve- 
which comprise an instrument very useful for emigrants and travellers, are 

to consist in the production of a compound instrument, which is both a 
* lock” and ‘ lever” knife, which, like the present lock knife, as it is termed, is made 
with several distinct pairs of 0 80 a8 to form several distinct parts, which may, 
by means of the locking mechanism belonging to such parts, be all secured together, 
forming one compound instrument. Like the present lock knife also, it is provided 
with a knife, fork, and spoon, all opening and shutting upon joints. This compound 
instrument, however, differs from the present lock knife in these particulars,—that 
it is provided with a lever knife for cutting or ripping open preserved provision cases 
or other cases, such lever knife being of novel form and construction, inasmuch as it 
is a curved blade, provided with a shoulder on one side of its back (or on both sides 
thereof), but without any jaws or opening in the blade (a curved blade with jaws or 
opening, and shoulder on one side of its back, existing in the improved lever knife, 
formerly registered by me, now in public use), This compound instrument may also 
contain another lever knife, or other lever knives, differing in form, construction, and 
action, inasmuch as it has, or they have, jaws or openings as at present, but each 
knifo, however, provided with a shoulder, or shoulders, at the back thereof, projecting 
from both ai The shoulder, or shoulders, in both constructions forming an effi- 
cient bearing or fulcrum for use. The biades of the described lever knives, with jaws 
or openings, are jointed upon their joints the reverse way of ordinary blades, that 
is with the sharp edges uy this being adopted in order that the power applied in 
ripping or cutting open may not cause the knifeto shut. The aforesaid parts or divi- 
sions of this lock and lever knife I secure together by the usual locking mecHanism,or by 
transverse slots in the scales into which the usual pins fit; and in either case I have a 
spring stop or catch, or other stop catch, to prevent the pin shifting in the slot. The 
joints for the several instruments I constract by having, in addition to the ordinary 
centre pin, notches in the ends of the tangs, into which a pin or projection, or pins 
or projections, will be introduced by means of a spring catch, a catch on a sliding piece, 
&c., 90 as to secure the instrument steady when , and prevent its shutting by 
accident ; and I may remark that I can make the ents removeable from their 
handles by having the notch or notches at the end of the tang thereof, into which 
fit the pin or projection, or pins or projections, secured by a sliding wedge piece and 
spring catch or catches, so as to keep the blade perfectly steady when opened and in 
use, or as required, All the above joints will be found very useful in such surgical 
and other instruments as require joints of such , and I can make one handle
